The recent howl of fearful projections about our current 
affirmative action dilemma should be underst«.x>d as a fertile 
blend of self-interest ind abstract idealism, germinaied bv 
the warm sun of past experience and the gentle ram oi pubhc 
approval. 

One only has to think of the renaissance of the eugenics 
movemciit m ostensibly respectable academic circles or the 
spate of garbled and misleading news stories to see how 
p^Nilar is '^principled" oppositioii to current attempts at 
afRrmativc action, it is fotile to attempt.to place blame for ou r 
present pKghton the "Wack side'' or the "white side" in a 
rigid either/or fashion. 

We must not imply that discrimhiation against the races 
and the sexes, which almost no one would deny exists, is per- 
petrated by individuals with sincere racist or sexist convic- 
tions. I do not posit an hrepressible hard core of open dis- 
criminators who conscientiously resist equal opportunity. We 
arc dealing, rather, with individuals who wish to escape the 
weight of the past; who sincerely believe, incredibly, that the 
gcHidics of society, particularly in acadeniia. have always been 
and henceforth forever shall be dispensed solely on the basis 
of some inchaote but inviolable concept of merit. Even those 
properly skeptical of this notion that present positions were 
fillled strictly on the basis of merit argue that if they were not 
they should be beginning tomorrow morning. 

Before appealing to reason, I must acknowledge the 
profound irrationality of much of human action even within 
the university. We must remember that the problem of 
radsm. because it is an entrenched and historical, and, too 
often, functimialbelief system, is not soluble by establishing 
facts alone or by shnple appeals to reason. Since, as anthro 
pologist AsMey MoMagu pomted out. the beMefs of the pre 
jttdiced and the actious of the discfiniinator (they are not 
necessarily the same) are generally motivated by traits of 
personality of which they themaehres are unaware, it is 
difficult to influence them sttbttamially by exposing them to 
the facts of sciem:e or even to ''common sense.*' 

Although administrative affirmative actiou ~ by not 
honoring the faculty's heightened concern for "facultv 
governance ot the university" - mav have created a backlash 
perhaps part of the Marshall administration's bureaucratic 
in.l.at.ve was founded on recognition of the fundamental 
irratiooality of racism and the realization that knowing the 
truth about human potential will not automaiicaMy wake U5. 

Even if we were to cut through some of the factual Iok 
sonounding the implementation of the univorsiiv's 

amrmat.veacti«. pc>lic> . we would be faced w ith the problem

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CIA must not be 
let off the hook 



eks ago. The New Vork Times published 
incriminating evidence against the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA), alleging that it illegally 
s|Med oo anti-war groups and other domestic 
dissidents. 

The disclosures were met with anger and dismay 
from members of Congress, the most vehement 
among these being Sen. William Proxmire, who 
called for ** immediate and severe action.** 
Already, four separate Congressional panels have 
announced plans for hearings this year, and several 
Senators and Representatives of both parties are 
preparing to sponsor legislation to curtail the 
activities of the agency. 

However, this new-found impetus to monitor the 
CIA is nothing new in political circles. 

In 1 960, when a U -2 plane was shot down over the 
Soviet Union, Congress uttered its annoyance. 
They moaned again in 1961 when the CIA botched 
the Bay of Pigs invasion, once more in 1%7 when it 
was shown that the agency had infiltrated the 
National Student Association and, most recently, 
when the CIA was exposed for clandestine 
activities in Chile. 

In total, more than 200 separate measures 
designed to make the CIA more responsive to 
Congress have been introduced in the last quarter 
century — and none have been decreed as law. 
Sen. Howard Baker probably summed up the 
situation best when he said, "I do not think there is 
a man in the legislative part of the Government who 
really knows what is going on in the intelligence 
community.*' 

But President Ford, in response to the recent 
public outcry, has created a blue ribbon panel to 
find out exactly what the CIA has been doing with 
Its enormous budget and expanshre Intelligence 
gathering system. Among those appointed to the 
committee are Vice President Nelson Rockefeller, 
former California Gov. Ronald Reagan and 
AFL-CIO Secretary Treasurer Joseph Lane 
Kirkland. 

Although it is too early to make a completely fair 
judgment, the Ford committee appears to be top 
heavy with members who may vkw the OA 's most 
recent actions as justified. 

For years, the CIA has had a free hand to 
investigate, explore and spy on anyone it deems to 
be dangerous to national security. Yet all attempts 
to investigate the agency have been met with 
strong resistance, thus aUowing It to cootiaue Its 
deplorable practices. 

iEiopefoiy, Congress will quickly pass stem 
legislation against the CIA and make it accountable 
for its activities. Too often, the CIA has been 
slapped on the wrist. We trust that this will not 
happen again.

Herbert J. Cans has argued that "qualifications must be 
measured by performance and not by credentials. Most advo- 
cates of nicritocracv fail to make this distinction, and in fact do 
not even consider that merit can be defined in different 
ways."' Wc have heard dire predictions that the university 
will be lov\crinu standards by hiring "unqualified'" candi- 
dates. Being qualified is most often defined as having a doc- 
torate or the highest degree awarded in a particular field. Bv 
this definition, "uncrcdentiaied" minority group teachers 
(that is. without doctorates) with proven performance as 
classroom teachers would be considered "unqualified." I 
suspect that even if we have an unlimited pool of minority 
academicians w ith the requisite credentials, w hich of course 
we do not. the definitions would shift and they would be 
deemed, perhaps not totally "unqualified" but "less quali- 
fied" because their degrees were not from ihe right univer- 
sities. No one has yet proven that people with doctorates are 
intrinsically better undergraduate teachers than holders of 
master's degrees. Granted some teachers should be hired for 
research performance or potential, panicularly at FSU. which 
has a special mission of graduate training and research within 
the State University System. Still, a great deal of what wc do 
here involves teaching undergraduates and just plain 
teaching. Unil defenders of meritocracy broaden their 
definition of merit and judge in terms of performance, they 
cannot escape the suspicion that they are selfishly defending 
the right to have their credentials serve as the prime indicator 
of qualifications. 

As much as dedicated scholars might want to argue that 
market considerations, like all other "external" factors, 
should not enter into academic hiring and training decisions, 
it would be unrealistic not to perceive the underlying 



economic malaise — the * 'tight job market.*' The injccji 
provided by forces emanating firom the larger society, 
which even scholars are a part, should have the salutary iff 
of generating a market demand for fully trained tnino- 
scholars. As was the case with American education in : 
wake of Sputnik, we will turn to and produce something 
what the market needs if the demand persists forccfi

enough. This is not to argue that the university exists su . 
meet market demands, but it would again be unreaiisf 
ignore the substantial role that universities, parrnu 
state-funded institutions, play in supplying the man 
needs of various sectors of the economv. 

The first commitment that FSL can make to its pr - 
goal of contributing to the state and nation is a iTiassi\ 
on a long-range basis to produce fully trained, com? 
scholars who happen to belong to racial, ethnic and v 
minority groups. To «rgae that this is not viable becausr 
is not ooncemed about solving the affkmative a 
problems of other institutions, but only its own, is u 
tunate. We have heard much about setttog eiampk! 
providing nKxIds for the natioii, but recruiting and tta 
minority scholars, and thereby augmeirtiag the re^hal 
national pools of minority professors, woidd iMve the gr 
possible long-range significance. The best measure of > 
commitment to affirmative action is the number of mir 
scholars who emerge fully trained from our graduate 
grams and take their places in the academic world.

Shevin backed his Aug. 10, 
1971, written opinion with a 
personal statement in a radio 
station WTNT documentary 
aired Sept. 12. 1971: "We 
researched the law rather 
carefully in conjunction with 
the Trustees and their legal 
rtaif, and came to the con- 
clusion... it is a navigable 
waterway... and the river 
ought to be available for 
public use, and should not be 
fenced off for anyone's pri- 
vate use.** The Florida 
Attorney General went on to 
name the Trustees as the 
agency to bring court action. 

Now my suit, under the 
Florida Environmental Pro- 
tection Act. sought to compel 
the Trustees (Governor 
and Cabinet, including the 
Attorney General), charged 
with protecting the state's 
lands and waters, to enforce 
oonservatioa laws relative to 
the Wakulla. They had 30 
days In which to act against 
tfie despoHer; not eaforcmg 
tiie laws, they would be 
joined with BaH as defen- 
dants and the case would go 
to trial. 

Tvealreadv described how 
Shevin. after giving his opin- 



ion, used Askew's dealings 
with Ball as an excuse for in- 
action. However, no other 
river in the history of the 
state has ever gone under 
private ownership by court 
decifflon. BaH himself de- 
clares the Wakulla navigable 
by his river fence, which is 
not to stop walkers. The 
fence sign reads: NO RIVER 
TRAFHC BEYOND THIS 
POINT. Shevin's own offi- 
cial, legal position in his 
opinion of 1971 is that the 
river belongs to the state. No 
matter how much pressure 
he was feeling from Ball. 
Shevin was still the state's 
chief legal officer, advocate 
before the courts of the 



people's rights under his 
oath of office. 

Therefore, with the 30-day 
grace period, expiring March 
11, 1972, 1 was told (Feb. 21)

Various factions of the university are again 
giving consideration to the Bachek>r of 
General Studies (BGS) program, an 
undergraduate degree making the need for 
specialization and declaration of a major 
unnecessary. 

A revamped version of the proposal, 
initially brought to the Faculty Senate in 
1971 and reintroduced to that body during 
the fall quarter, will be presented to Robert 
Spivey. provost of Arts and Sciences, within 
the next two weeks. 

According to advocates of the concept, the 
General Studies degree would ''provide far 
greater flexibility in cross and interdisciplin- 
ary studies than currently exists at FSU." 

The proposal under study woidd open 
enrollment in the program to any ^udent 
who has completed the Associate of Arts 
degree or achieved junior academic standing 
and fulfilled Basic Studies requirements. 

Sixty upper division hours in at least three 
disciplines with at least 18 hours in each, 
plus fulfillment of other university 
requirements for a degree would qualify a 
student for the BGS. A maximum of 24 
quarter hours would be set for any one 
discipline. 



If approved by Spivey and his colleagues 
and accepted by the Faculty Senate, which 
will eventually determine the viability of the 
degree, the BGS would be administered 
through the College of Arts and Sciences. 

A General Studies faculty committee, 
consistmg of tine faculty member frt)m each 
academic division and appointed by the 
Faculty Senate would be responsible for 
setting and admmistering academic policy 
for the program. The body would be chaired 
by the Provost of Arts and Sciences. 

Pat Vance, chairperson of the Facuhy 
Senate Undergraduate Policy Council, 
predicted that the BGS proposal "probably 
isn*t going very fu*. 

'*Thm seems to be a strong lack of 
support on the part of both the 
administration and faculty,*' she said. "They 
appear to be very lukewarm to the idea.'* 

Vance added that if anything is ever done, 
it will have to be the result of "very strong 
student backing." 

Opposition to the proposal includes the 
belief that the BGS would prove 
disadvantageous to students after gradua- 
tion. One official opposed to the concept 
said, "FSU has a good reputation. This could 
give a degree to someone who couldn't 
master the general program.'

Union cafeteria service 
will be discontinued on 
weekends beginning this 
quarter, according to How- 
ard Sweitzer, director of food 
services.

Bctore last week. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger had refused to c«)mment on the chance 
of U.S. military action against foreign oil 
producers. But. in a recent magazine inteniew, 
Kissinger said that even though he thought the oil 
problems (t)u Id be solved without the use of foree. 
"I'm not saying there is no circumstance where 
we would not use force. " The circumstance would 
be the actual strangulation of the industriralized 
world because of oil shortages due to an embargo. 

Kissinger further added that his statement 
reflected the views of President Ford. 

Quick to jump on the bandwagon was Senate 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott who supported 
Kissinger by saying, "if in this country, 
auton obiles ground to a halt and people couldn't 
get to work, if the temperature in people's homes 
dropped by 50 per cent, if the wheels of industry 
ground to a halt, 1 can't imagine this country not 
doing whatever it needed to do, either 
economicaHy or militarily to permit itself to 
survive.** 

Fortunately, some congressional leaders do not 
share either Scott's or Kissinger's position, the 
most notable being Rep. John Brademas of 
Indiana, who said, "It serves no us^ purpose 
for the President of the United SUtes, for the 
Secretary of Stateor — may I say — for a member 
of Gmgress to be speculating about war.** 

We agree with Rep. Brademas. In the past, U.S. 
foreign policy has often been dependent upon 
economic coercion ~ that is, boycotts — to 
achieve political and economic gains. This tactic 
has caused severe hardships for some of the less 
wealthy countries. 

^^ow. oil-rich natkMis who have successfully 
teamed U.S. strategy are employing economic 
boycott methods against the U S. But U.S. heads 
of state apparently cannot bear to have their own 
tactics used against them and are consequently 
grumbling about the use of miUtary force to secbie 
more oil. 

And while we realize that it is onl^ that 
U.S. win ventiiie iofo a war wM MBdeast oO 
^f"^"^ "iy time m the near future, it is 
*«tnrWi^ and nnaecessary for Kissinger to make 
MiJlnsiDo about the possibilities of military 

The U.S. never did and still does not have the 
right to threaten or buUy smalk»- countries for 
something it wants.

The February. 1973 storm ranks third in 
the sMte history, behind the snowstorms of 

1899 and 1958. The 1899 storm was 
accompanied by the ail-time record low 
temperature in Tallahassee of 2 degrees 
below zero on Feb. 13. The 1958 snowstorm 
set the record for greatest extent over the 
panhandle, with an average depth of 1.9 
inches. 

Chances for snow this winter are really 
anybody's guess, since a very freak 
combination of weather circumstances are 
required. It appears that Florida does 
experience snow flurries somewhere in the 
state about once a year, with measurable- 
amounts once a decade and a major 
snowstorm once every 50 years. Thus, from a 
statistical basis at least, this year doesn't 
seem very promising. Nature, however, has 
been known to sneer at statistics more than 
once. This year has been colder than normal, 
so if you should go to bed one night with 
temperatures in the 30s and falling, and rair 
coming down rather steadily, set your alamr 
for early in the morning. You ma> get i 
ringside seat for one of Tallahassee's 
greatest crowd-pleasers — a snowstorm.

Winters said. "I think this would play some small havoc with 
our academic standards." 

Associate Provost of Arts and Sciences Sharon MacLarcn 
suggested that a major problem would result in FTE countmg 
if the drop period were lengthened. 

"There are a number of students who have the notion that 
the drop period should be used to keep from failing courses," 
MacLaren said. "The only positive aspects result if the 
emphasis is on having students pass subject matter as 
opposed to our current standard of students competing and 
working in relation to each other." 

Daisy Parker Flory, Dean of Faculties, also expressed 
discontent with the proposed change in ptooedore. She died 
"lunited classroom avail^»aity" as a mqor drawback. 

"A major problem conld result from allowing students to 
hold pbKxs open for extended periods of tbne." she said. 
"Other students sincerely interested in oooraes wBafjBA frad it 
impossible to gain access to cla sse s ." 

Flory also questioned whether the majority of students 
have the "maturity to make juc^mei^ of this natnre 
themselves." 

Student Body President David Aronofsky discounted 
arguments against the program. He termed the move "a 
better policy than what we have now. 

"h seems stupid to force a student to sit in a class where no 
lemtiing is takmg place when he ooidd devote more time to 
courses beneficial to him." Arooofsky said. 

Charging that "bad morale has resulted in poor teaching," 
Aronofsky said. "The faculty will have to take affirmative 
action to help the situation. This might well improve the 
teaching policy at FSU, which is pretty poor. 

"Poor academic advising has pur students in courses that 
they never should hav been in \o stan with." he added. "The 
proposal would make amends to students for this and may 
provide the incentive to improve."

David Sissefanan, a UPC member, predicted that the 
measure has a good chance of winning FacuMy Senate 
approval. However, he added, "Student support is reaUy 
unponant. 



Harris selection gets mixed response 



Reaction by faculty lead-

The charges were 
subsequently proven to be 
unfounded, but he has since 
gained a reputation as a 
critic of the state's university 
system.

appointment 

"1 think he will be a 
supporter of higher educa- 
tion."' Ingham said. "It is 
unfortunate, though, that 
Art Hallgren. Vice President 
of the state's AFL-CIO, 
wasn't selected." 

Ingham expressed disap- 
pointment with the selection 
procedure, saving that the 
interests of those in higher 
education were not ade- 



quately accounted for. 

"When Chester Ferguson 
was reappointed after al- 
ready serving nine years on 
the board, there is some- 
thing faulty with the 
seleaion system," Ingham 
said. 

David Gruender. a mem- 
ber of the Faculty Senate 
Steering Committee, ex- 
pressed puzzlement and 
some concern over the 
appointment. 



"His legislative back- 
ground doesn't help with 
matters concerning higher 
education." Gruender said. 
"I didn't see anything he did 
while serving as a repre- 
sentative as helping higher 
education."

Syria promises 

aid to Lebanon 



Syrian Presideiit Hafez Assad Tuesday pledged 
comitiy's u^mited support to li^ Lebanon defend its 
aoatbeni borders against braeii attacks. Israel has warned 
Beirat tta tiie stationing of Syrian troops m Lebanese 
territory would be considered a belligerent act. 

Diploniatic sooices in Beirut said Lebanon, mindful of the 
Israeli warnings, wanted the aid confined to weapons. 
Lebanon was reported earlier to have asked tor Soviet-made 
SAM missiles to help fight off attacks on border villages by 
Israeli warplanes. 

Assad's pledge came at the end of a day-long meeting 
with Lebanese President Suleiman Franjieh in the Bekaa 
valley town of Chioura near the Svrian- Lebanese border. The 
visit to Lebanon v^a^ the first by a Syrian president in 18 
years. 

"We in S>Tia are with our people in Lebanon without any 
rescp.ations.'" Assad to Franjieh. " What hurts Lebanon 
huns us. .And this is a fact with which we li\e." 

Assad did not mention Syna's offer of direa militan. aid to 
Lebanon although diplomatic sources said this was the major 
topic of his talks with Franjieh. The two presidents were 
joined later in the day by Gen. Iskandar Ghanem. 
commander of the Lebanese army, and Syrian Deputy 
Defense ^finkter Gen. Hw^ Jamfl.

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Reader's guide 
to news jargon 

There are many things vital to survival in the 
modem world that are never tanght in the public 
schods: basic law, income tax preparation or how 

to change a diaper, for example. Journalism — or 
how to read a newspaper intelligently — is one of 
these neglected skills. 

Some people go through life never 
understanding the difference between an editorial 
and a news article (or an advertisement and a story , 
for tluit mirtter). The Flambeau has, in the past, 
received complaints about •'opinionated editori- 
als'* and **Flambeau articles" which turned out to 
be letters to the editor. A recent letter faulted us for 
not editing a classified ad. 

To clear up any continuing confusion, we offer 
the foUowing luisic information about newspaper 
jargon and categorization: 

Ads, which are either display or classified, 
actually represent space in a paper which someone 
has "boughf. A newspaper is legally responsible 
for libelous material in ads, but it is not responsible 
for opinions, attitudes or preferences which ads 
endorse. Newspapers sometimes exclude potential 
ads which they consider 'in poor taste", but this 
category of exclusion is a vague one at best and is 
generaOy limited to extreme cases. To smne extent, 
a new^Mper is ethically responsible for freedom of 
access to its pages by advertisers. 

Everything that is not an ad is ^'editorial'' matter 
produced by the **edltoriai'' [as opposed to 
business) side of the paper. This all-inclusive use nf 
the word editorial is n«t be €mdamd wMi ^^aa'* 
•dtoial, wUdi ia wiHt yw M icMli^ M«r. 

An e^orial — or a letter or a column — is meant 
to be an expression of opinion. An editorial is 
supposed to express the opinion of the paper as a 
whole and is therefore usually not signed. 

Letters and columns express the opinions of the 
individual writer only. Columns are identified by 
name ( 'Bitter Ed^'\ What's Ri^") and letters 
always have the writer's name at tlie bottom. 

News stories (oo corrent events) and featore 
stories (less timely articles) which fill the 
lemmnderofttie non-ad space in the paper must be 
objective. "Analysis" stories, which should be so 
labelled, contain conclusions or interpretations, 
but not an indication of whether a 
on an issue is "good" or "bad*'.

According to Board member 
Regina Largent, the contracting process may 
take two months. 

In other considerations, the committee 
recommended that the Veteran's Gub be 
allocated office space in Room 328 Union, 
and set aside office space for the Union 
Board in Room 236. 

The Tenants Association requested 
increased office space hecaase it plans to 
assume the responsibilities previously 
handled hy the Off-Campus Student 
Associatkm. However, the committee voted 



to table consideratiDo of tiie space nndl the 
Tenants A s soc ia tio n mikes the eipectod 
staff moeases. 

Space was also requested by the 
btemational Student Association to obtain a 
central location on campus from which to 
operate. One of the activities of the dub is 
regular cultural exhibits from the various 
countries that pvticipate in the club 

However, the committee chose to 
recommend no space allocation for the 
organization, as it does have a house off 
campus. Committee members suggested 



thtt some space is available in the student 
organlzatioos office, which conid be atyiwd 
by the orgaitelion. 

Oflke space was requested by the 

Pre-paid Legal Service, as it is now operatuig 
out of the cabinet offices of the Student Bodv 
President. No recommendation was made by 
the committee because further informatK>n is 
needed to determine how much office space 
will be needed. 

All space committee recommendations will 
be considered by the Union Board Monday at 
7 p.m. in Room 252 Union.

Service (ACAS). 

Over a thousand student contacts were awde at the 
Curricular Career faimni^ Services in €dl of 1974. while 
only 775 students used the service att of fant year, acoordmg 

to recently compiled statistics. 

ACAS Sector John Bonar attributed much of the increase 
to ACAS* new location in the basement of Bryan Hall. The 
Career Planning and Academic Advisement services were 
combined last quarter and moved from Landis Hall as part of 
university reorganization. 

"Many students didn't know we existed when we were in 
Landis," Bonar said. '-With the merger of the two services 
we're much more eftecient and we've added a program for 



undedwed majors, wMch has been very success^. 

Bonar added that the service is also prepared to advise 
and counsel iKulty me mb e rs . 

A student who has no idea of where his career is headed 
would be sent to the Curricular Career Information Service 
library, where he may make use of a aeries of modules 
designed to narrow his interests.

Withm the Mxt few wetks, the Faculty Senate 

will consider a drop extension proposal which, if 

effected, would be a blessing for FSU students. 

The plan, recommended by the Undergraduate 
Pohcy Council (UPC), calls for the lengthening of 
the course drop period to six weeks, with the 
student needing only an advisor's signatufe to 
abandon the dass. 

The current process allows courses to be 
dropped during the second and third weeks, if the 
student has the approval of a faculty advisor. To 
drop a course in the fourth week, a student needs 
the sanaion of both an advisor and the academic 
dean. Any student who wishes to drop a class after 
the fourth week must show exceptional 
circumstances, and the Bulletin of Oasses 
emphasizes with capital letters the words 
••Exceptional circumstances*'. 

Already, several faculty members have 
expressed reservations about implementing a 
six-week drop period because they fear some great 
loss of academic standards or envision problems 
with Full Time Equivalent (FFE) counting. 

However, the University of South Florida is now 
using the six-week drop procedure and has 
experienced few (m>blems with the Board of 
Regents (BOR) regulations about FTE counting. 
Also, a number of major universities across the 
nation, including the University of Michigan, use 
extended drop periods without having any 
detrimental effects on academic caliber. 

Obviously, what both administrators and faculty 
members may fear most is the forfeiture of a little 
of the considerable control which they exercise 
over students* academic pursuits. 

Students pay tuition and attend the courses 
which they choose. If a student later decides that 
he or she is not progressing up to his or her 
satisfaction, then the option to dn^ the course at 
any point should be available. 

And, contrpry to statements maite by Dr. Daisy 
Parker Fkwy, Dean of Faculties, the majority of 
students do have the maturity to make decisions 
about their own academic welfare.

In its first meeting of the new year, the Student Senate 
sidered adoption of gvidelnes lor the budgeting of 
pproximately $1 .9 million in activities and service fees. 
The new guidelines will be used to fulfill the Activities and 
crvice (A&S) fee law passed during the 1974 legislative 
r sion giving state university student governments added 
Iget control. 

Ihc directives have already been approved by a Student 
nate committee and an ad hoc committee made up of SG 

lals and administrators. 
[ rukr the proposed guidelines, SG makes initial alloca- 
tsand sends the budget to the university president. The 



president would malEe recommendations aad have the 
authority to re-allocate health and athletic faadiiig. Should 
the university president recommend Ganges, his response 
must be sent back to SG by May IS. 

**We*ve noticed a change m the administration's atti- 
tude," said Doug Mannheiraer. ^'They've begun to 
cooperate with us miu;h more — we're not merely 
co-existing anymore." 

During the 1974 Florida legislative session, SG President 
David Aronofsky, Vice President Jan Pietrzyk, Mannheimer 
and other SG officials lobbied to help pass the A&S fee bill 
which gives state university student governments added 
control over their budgets. Under the new guidelines, each 



SG service under the budget shaM keeps Us own hooks 
subject to periodical SG audits. 

During the SG budget hearings, the university president 
will be represented by Chief Student Affairs Ofacer Eddie 

Mannheimer predicted an unallocated reserve fund of 
about 8 per cent for this coming fiscal year. The fund is used 
as a cushion against enrollment shortfall and may be dis- 
tributed after the mid-year budget review. 

Section F of the proposed guidelines specifies that student 
government authority shall not surpass that of the university 
administration over the expenditure of the funds. The funds 
to be allocated are those collected beginning July 1, 1974.

Syria's militancy

LONDON (UPI) — Middle East sources said today Cairo 
fears that militant Syria could drag Egypt into a new Arab 
Israeli war that she neither wants nor is militarily p r epar e d 
for because of the Soviet refusal to rearm her. 

They said this is the message behind President Anwar 
Sadat's complaint that Moscow has not re-equipped Egypt 
with sophisticated weapons since the 1973 October war while 
Syrian losses have been made up fully by the Soviets. 

Western defense experts hold Syria now is so well 
equipped with modern Soviet weapons that she could be 
tempted to stan a war. 

They said Syria might be able to fight Israel on her own for 
some time but Egypt would have no alternative than to join 
her once the sitiiatioB became critical.

Cabinet cuts 
state budget 

(UPI) — The Cabinet 
ordered cuts in state 
spending Thursday totaling 
nearly $120 million to oope 
with the worst revenue 
shortldl since 1957-58 and 
voted away its right to 
postpone agenda items as a 
* "courtesy" to Floridians. 

It was the first meeting of 
a Cabinet reshuffled by 
elections last fall and the 
criminal indictment of Edu- 
cation Commissioner Floyd 
Christian last spring. 

Comptroller Gerald Lewis 
and Secretary of State Bruce 
Smathers attended their first 
cabinet meeting. Education 
Commissioner Ralph Turl- 
ington has about eight 
months experience, but 
lenaiu a relative cabinet 
newcomer. 

The Cabinet approved an 
austerity plan wfaidi m- 
dndes $59.6 million in 
specific budget cuts for state 
agencies, and requires 
agency heads to trim another 
$60 million, or 3.3 per cent of 
their remaining budget, by 
Jan 17.

It was near the end of mv first week in the Forensic Unit 
when 1 began to relax into the rout-r-e of the ward. 

The repetitious quality of life in a controlled environ- 
ment such as a hospital ward tends to envelope one in a 
false sense of static security. The frightening capability 
for violence 1 had sensed in the patients on first entering 
the ward seemed to diminish by degrees. 

The sense of well-being was. of course, illusory. 
Passing just beneath the surface movement on the ward 
was an intensity, an agitation best described as dl! 
For each member of the ward community, the 
schedule of daily activities Is only a teapo ra i y 
fitim a leeltng of terrible disofder. 

Following the shift change at 7 a.m.. the patients leave 
their sleeping area at the end of the ward and go to bfcafc- 
fast. The patients sleep in open bays enclosed b> four foot 
walls which alkm- the aides to obsei^e while they walk the 
hall. Homoseiaal ioddents and suicide episodes tat not 

infrequent. 

Breakfast is served as are all other meals by the aides in 
a dining area which is accessible to all four wards on the 
floor. The meals provide adequate nutrition but, as the 
patients frequently complain, they are not a memorable 



occasu>n either for their culinary excellence or plentifo! 
scr\inus Eggs and grits arc safe, though. Hvcn a ^ 
institution has difficulty ruining the simple cg|< and die 
homely grit. 

It is the institutional supper whidi at times ^ncs th^ 
patients pause. When tfie mean calte for ground har 
shaped like a miniature football which is Med until it 
reduced to the crusty, bumt-oiit husk of its former vt it 
is usually graced with as ele^uit a title as hu- 
croquette.** These French tomiding handles ar 
fanmediately snipect, signifying as they usually do an^ 
sidwtance which the palate r^ects as instinctively a 
poison. 

After breaklMt, the patients return to the ward m 
watch TV, play pool, read, or. in the aofe eitreme case^ 
stare into space notil lunchtime. 

After lunch, the patients are taken en masse downstain 
to the basement which opens onto the recreation area 
This split-level area is supervised by two recreation 
therapists. Their therapeutic responsibilities, as far as I 
was able to observe, consisted of pUyiim basketball aad 
checking in equipment.

lie purpose of the method is to uncover the sources of 
ontent which precipitate "sociopathic" behavior, 
ollowing supper, a few patients attend a high school- 
'I class in preparation for equivalency exams. College- 
^1 basic studies courses are also offered in the evenines 



and are taught by instructors provided by the Tallahassee 

Community College. 

On weekdays, lights are turned out at 11:30 p.m. and 
on weekends, the patients must remain within their bays 
after 1 a.m.

At the end of my second week on nine-west, I received 
an emergency call while inside the chart room requesting 
all available aides on our ward to rush to "Max.** **Max** 
is4he Maximum Security Building, a jailKouse located 
down the hill from the Forensic Unit which Serves to iso- 
late particularly violent or escape-prone patients. 

It is a grim place resembling a medieval dungeon where 
patients live in heavily barred four by seven foot cages or 
in a general area which the patients call the **bull pen.** 

Tonight, four patients in the bull pen sharpened the 
blade of a nail clipper and slashed gashes iii their wrists 
and legs. The act was organized by the man who only two 
we;eks before had led the escape of five patients from the 
Forensic Unit by taking two hostages at gunpoint. 

I have previously referred to him as Tom. Tom had just 
recovered from the bullet would received during his 
capture. 

The slashing and the sight of blood had incited the 
remaining sixteen patients to a near riot. Security guards 
and aides from all over the hospital, joined by Chatta- 
hcHK'hee police and firemen, converged on the building. 
Order was shortly restored with little difficulty. 

All four patients recovered from their wounds.

Faculty Senate is 
on the right path 

Appsrently fed op witfi the administ-ation s 
inefficient fiscal management, the Faculty Senate 
has established a committee to examine the 
situation and recommend improvemeiits. 

Last quarter, the university was severely 
reprimanded by Aaditor General Ernest Ellison 
in his aiHMal mtik of FSU fniances. The MM»t 
levelled that, along with several other errors, the 
administration had "lost" nearly a half-million 
dollars for six months in 1973. 

And although the administration has 
repeatedly stated that it is tightening up fiscal 
matters and attempting to rectify past 
irregularities, a number of academic departments 
aie stffl eqieriencing flnMcing difificorties. 

Dcpirtmcnts luive complained that there are 
conflicts with the administration over accounting 
procedures. On occasion, the administration has 
told departments that it has exceeded its 
alI(Kation. even though departmental records 
shou that funds are still available. Rqwrtectty, 
departments are now keeping an even closer 
watch over their financial deatti^. 

The Faculty Senate committee, which elected 
9m accounting professor as chahperson. will 
investigate these fiscal practices and explore 
academic and student related problems. 

It is certainly encouraging to see that the 
Faculty Senate has tMkcn the initiative in 
Attempting to solve aone of the nniversity s 
piesstag «Ml obvions siMtoiMnBgs. For too long, 
the adninistration has been allowed to 
It policies and procedures without any 
hinderance or scrutiny. And, as we are 
now seeing, this type of uncheclied rambling 
the administration can have wei^y aad oteo 
detrimental results. 

Hopefiilly. the Faority Senate wffl become the

fj«^lni its efiBrts without the support of 
9m U nilinU and staff members. These two

BOR puts temporary 
caps on enrollments

The Board of Regents (BOR) decided to 
place a temporary moratorium on increased 
enrollment levels at the nine state 
universities yesterday, and took an official 
stand against collective bargaining on the 
part of university personnel. 

The Regents also decided to locate the new 
solar energy research center at Cape 
Canaveral under the supervision of Florida 
Technological University. 

The university presidents were told the 
enrollment moratorium would become 
effective immediately at both graduate and 
undergraduate lev^, and were asked to 
report back to the Regents in a week after 
reviewing the mdi^ual situations of their 
universities. * 

New Board member Marshall Harris 
^ggested the moratorium until the matter oi 
state budget cutting is studied. 

**Go ahead and process all your 
applications, but just don't mail out any 
acceptances. " Harris told the presidents. 

Chancellor Robert Mautz told the Regents 
that the State University System (SUS) would 
have to cut another S3 million from its 1975 
budget. The SUS had already cut $8.5 million 
at the December BOR meetings. 



"We had planned to return $6 million to the 
state," Mautz said. "Now we have been told 
the stale must have $9 million." 

Board Chairman Marshall Criscr said that 
the Regents' position on collective bargaining 
was only a "statement of position " and not a 
policy formulation. He said that all the facts 
should be presented to the state's facuhies so 
they can make a free choice but said the BOR 
opposed the Idea of collective bargaining. 

At present, fecahy ualoas are trying to hold 
an election aaiOBg tiie miversity facal t ies to 
determine which union wUI 
univenuty emp l oy es under Florida's 
public employe collective bargaining law. 

Norm Markel. ch airperso n of the United 
Faculty of Florida, accused the BOR in 
November of trying to sidetrack the election 
process. The election ballot must be approved 
by the BOR and the Public Eayiloyes 
Relations Commission (PERC). 

"After due consideration and weighing the 
merits of the arguments of those who have 
espoused the cause for and against the cause 
of collective bargaining, we have concluded 
that collective bargaining is not in the best 
interest of faculties and administrative and 
professional personnel on the campuses of 
the SUS." the Regenu' statement said.

Instead, with each new quarter students are 
greeted with fresh annoyances, more inaccurate 
information and an increase in procedures which 
seem designed to convince them they made a major 
error in decidiBg ta come to coOq^ in the fet 
place.

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Contractual plan 
is no alternative 



A recent change in the wording of the statutes of 
the Southern Association of Schools and Colleges 
(SASC) has become an area of concern among 
some members of the FSU faculty. 

SASC, the accrediting organization for the 
southern region of the United States, eliminated 
the requirement that a university have a tenure 
system, and, instead, made the contractual system 
permissible. Apparently thischange was instituted 
to aooommodate the system of five-year contracts 
that several schools have been seeking to 
substitute for tenure. 

Dr. David Gruender, a member of the Faculty 
Senate Steering Committee, said that two aspects 
of the proposed changes were most disturbing. 
"One has the effect of eliminating the requirement 
that a university have tenure system by inserting, 
as an ahemative, that it have a contractual 
system," he said. "The second aspect could best 
be described as a managerial and anti-faculty 
attitude. While no substantive changes resulted, 
the difference in the spirit of the document would 
be major." 

Dr. Daisy Flory, dean of faculties, said that while 
the tenure system may have been misused, the 
five-year contract is not an alternative. 

Essentially Dr. Flory is right. 

Every student has probably had at least one 
professor who should not be teaching but, because 
of tenure, is allowed to hang on. Yet, by the same 
token, once a professor acquires tenure, he has a 
certain amount of academic freedom and cannot be 
dismissed for abandoning the lockstep of univer^ 
life. 

Evm though we do not agree with all aspects of 
the tenure system, the five-year contract would be 
welcomed by certain administrators who have little 
or no regard for the maintenance of academic 
standards. 

It Is not completely unreasonable to ask the 
SASC to come up with a system which would make 
job security dependent upon a professor's 
competence.

The next step in the collective bart^aining process is the 
determination of the employe unit. Once that is resolved, 
the Public Employes Relations Commission (PERC) can 
hold an election among the state ^acuities to choose a bar- 
gaining agent. 

The union officials predicted sej/eral months of hearings 
before PERC to determine the facility units. 

'i don't think PERC will be supportive of delays too 
much longer," Betten said. "At t^ie last hearing their (the 
BOR) posture was to delay the determination as long as 
possible." • j 

Betten also accused AAUP of helping the Regeirts delay 
the election. 

"I see no evidence of their (the BOR) dragging their 

feet," Fisher said. "They've acted according to the legal 
procedures and have led me to believe they will play their 
role in a reasonable way.

Flambeau: What da yaa ImI ahsaU be Utt lala af fartar^ 
^lltglate atUatica at FSU? 

Athletics play a very important and useful role here, and 

long as we are a public university, 1 think we must have 
' i shi>uld have an intercollegiate athletic program. But 
[i those who complain about the resources that athletics 
h nsiinie. and all the other ills of intercollegiate athletics, I 
PJii svmpathi/e. 

In many wavs. my life as a university president would be 
jasier if we didn t have an athletic program, but that 
rouldn't be realistic. And anyway, if it were realistic, that 
l^ouldn't be my personal preference. 

I personally enjoy athletics enough that I would be willing 
l> pay that price. But just from the standpoint of being 
|niversity president and where he spends his time and the 
niber of headaches he ha& to tolerate, they an inor- 
nate amoum of time. 

li ^ in such things as when I deal with legislators I sense 
nain attention to me and message if we've had a good 
ball season. Now. you say. *How do you. translate that 



into approval of programs?* and I can't give you a specific 
answer. 

But remember, that many of the things we are after 
depend on persuasion of one human being on another and 
all of that sort of thing I think contributes. 

i: How da yon vlaw FSU*a rala In Uto Siaia Uirf- 
System? 

As one of two senior research -oriented, graduate student 
oriented universities. We must retain that emphasis on 
research and graduate study. If we lost that, we would lose 
many other things that influence the undergraduate pro- 
gram as well. 

I think our role as such is recognized pretty well by the 
Board of Regents (BOR). I do believe there are some cases 
where we play second fiddle to the University of Florida, 
but we've made pretty good progress on that. 

The major problem is the recognition of this function, the 
emphasis on graduate indent programs and research, in 
the state university system. Our big job in the fut^ will be 
to convince Senator Barron and others that this mission is 
important and deserves to be supported.

I doa't faiow that our mission requireslthat«we1iavethat 
much expansion if you're talking about new programs. I 
don't think that's the big questimi.

IRA hostilities 
to be resumed 



DUBLIN — The Irish Republican Army announced 
Thursday it was calling off its 25>day-oki cease-fire in 
Northern Ireland and Britain because of a "lack of 

response" from the British government. 

While declaring it would not extend the truce beyond 
midnight Ihursdav the IRA said it was still willing to 
negotiate "fo secure peace and justice in our land." 

The statement did not say wri^n the IRA would resume 
Its homb and bullet campaign, but sources close to the 
group's .seven-man Army Council said they uid not 
expect new hostilities until after the weekend. 

The council had been meeting in what IRA sources 
called "heated and protracted" discussions since Tues- 
day, when Northern Ireland Secretary Merlyn Rees 
addressed the House of Commons about moves toward 
peace in Uli^er.

Three pr/sondrs shoot 
guard, make escape 

Three prison camp inmates, working on a road project 
north of Tallahassee, shot a guard and escaped today. 

The guard. Edgar Morris Adams, was rushed to Talla- 
hassee Memorial Hospital after a passing motorist witnessed 
the incident and called police. 

His condition was not immediately known. 

Corrections officials said they did not know details of 
where the inmates got the gun. But they were working under 
armed guard at the time near U.S. 27. 

The escapers, who got away, were identified by authori- 
ties as Charles Wanamaker, serving life for rape in St. Johns 
County; William Bauman, servuig 10 years for robbery from 
Polk County, and Charles Simmons, serving 17 years on 
breaking and entering with intent to commit grand larceny. 



Helms lashed back at the

The legal fight actually 
began with Don Tucker, state 
representative for Leon and 
Wakulla Counties, now 
Speaker of the House. Tucker 
inquired of Attorney General 
Shevin whether Ball's un- 
permitted developments in 
the Wakulla were legal. 
Shevin's negative opinion 
was in response to Tucker's 
inquiry. Tucker years ago 
was heard to brag "I'll tear 
down the fence w ith my bare 
hands." Ball's barbed wire 
before the chainlink in 1967 
was indeed torn down, 
repeatedly, almost as soon as 
new strands were strung, by 
independent-spirited Wa- 
kullians. Tucker denied his 
earli^ bravado at the time of 
the opinion, when he might 
have torn down the fence 
with his legal hands. Why 
then did Tucker inquire 
in the first place? 

Early in the legal 
proceedings, someone told 
me something I never 
believed until now as I write 
this article: It was all a plot, a 
"patsy" engineered by Ball. 
Tucker was asked just as 
Shevin was asked — no 



politician messes with Ball 
without his permission. 
Tucker was asked by Ball to 
ask the ruling the Attorney 
General so that Shevin could 
declare the river BalFs 
property. Or. the scenario 
ran. if Shevin challenged 
Ball, as he in fact did, the 
courts, in a consequent suit, 
would give Ball the river 
anyway, which they in fact 
did. I think it's much more 
likely that Tucker made his 
inquiry at Ball's request than 
that he did on his own. 
Florida politicians, especially 
in this area of Ball's capital, 
are extremely scared of Mr. 
Ball. To find for sure what 
motivated Tucker, what set 
this whole case in motion, 
one would have to ask 
Tucker, it will probably 
always be a mystery, even to 
Don. Even if he knew, he 
wouldn't be able to tell the 
truth, it was a magic coin that 
turned on a fabulous pinball 
machine for a game, then 
was lost in the labyrinth of a 
successful politician's devi- 
iousness. 

What of Shevin? Didn't he 
get the message? If it were all 



to be a put-on to get the river 
certified to Ball, why didn't 
Shevin cooperate?

The patients 



I have become funiittr with all 
fofty-two patients on nine-west. The 
group is tjrpical of the range of patients 
assigned to the Forensic Unit's three 
"general psychiatric treatment wards." 

Other wards in the unit design their 
therapy programs to meet the needs of 
patients with drug or alcohol problems. 
One ward is reserved for patients who 
have been charged with sex offenses. 

On the treatment wards, no apparent 
wyttem exists for the separation of 
patients according to their menu! 
ooMfitkm or the aerioiuness of the 
crimes with which they are charged. 
Psychopath sieeps in the saoM hay with 
pmaoklschiiophreBic. Mvlti-miirderer 
aleepa beride shoplifter. 

One by one, tfie patients have made 
the initial move in my direction, hi 
glances, insults, and oonvenntioBS, I 
feel the probing, testing awareness of 
each patient. With some patients I am 
relaxed, their motives reassuring and 
one-dimensional. Others give the sense 
of wheels turning silently just beneath 
the surface. 

It is an uncomfortable sensation of 
being shown only what has been 
selectively revealed, of being deceived 
by a calculating, unseen entity hidden 
beneath masks superimposed on each 

I learned to be cautious with such 
patients after realizing that during a 
five-minute conversation with one young 



man. I had told IUB| where 1 pait my car. 
whether I carry my Iceys on the ward and 
how many aides iwere 00 the other 
wards. 

Many times it is obvious that a patient 

needs desperately to talk, merely to 
relieve himself of feelings of guilt, 
anxiety or even terror. These feelings 
can become greatly exaggerated by a 
hopeless sense of abandonment. An aide 
can be a vital link with reality for these 
dispossessed human beings. 

Robert, hyper-acti\ - and paranoid, 
approaches the chart room. He wants to 
play a game of pool. After the game, he 
asks me if we can go back to his bay and 
ttft. We have tafted before.

Perhiqis becmme hii guilt is so strong 
or because he knows be wffl soon be 00 
death torn myw§y, Robert co niess c s to 
raping and robbing seven additional 
women. According to Robert, the police 
lacked sufficient evidence to link him to 
these crimes during their investigation. 

He explains to me that a man has to 
hate before he can do what he did. 
Robert says he learned to hate while he 
was imprisoned in an Alabama 
workcamp after being convicted of 
"non-support" at the age of seventeen. 

Th ere, Robei^ worked as a trustee in 
the kitchen adjoining a large barracks 
which housed the prisoners. The 
barracks, constructed of sheet metal, 
was divided into four quarters connected 
by locked doors, each furnished with 
beds for twenty men and a shower room. 
As a trustee, Robert was allowed into the 
yard.

According to Robert, the guards did 
nothing. They were afraid of risking a 
general escape, Robert says, so the 
guards watched passively as the men in 
Robert's quarters crowded into the 
shower area and turned on the water. 

"They'd rather see my brothers die 
than take a chance on everybody's 
running," he says. "I hated everything 
then, and there wasn't nothing 1 couldn't 
do after that. " 

The water steamed the men in the 
shower room and others were burned and 
asphyxiated. According to Robert, all 
twenty died. 

During Ws imprisonment, Robert 
developed a craving for white women. 
He is a young blad[ man. 

"That whole time I was dreaming 
about the nude white womra we look^ 
•t in magazines," he says. "I needed 
some so bad when I got out and didn't 
want to hear any Fve got to know you a 
little longer' jive from the hUu± giris in 
town." 

"That's when I knew I was going to 
rape and it was goi^g to be white 

women." he adds. 
In the first four days after his release. 
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Robert raped ten women, murdered t«o 
of them and stabbed a thkd fourteen 
tfanes m the buck, hfiracubuslv. the 
tUrd lived sad could identify him for the 
poKoe. 

Robert, like many of the patients « 
the treatment wsnU, is kept sedated ail 
day. Because of a chronic insufficiency of 
state funds and consequent understaff 
ing, the patients are ooBtroUed by drag 
therapy. 

Often, problems arise when patients 
leave the hospital and enter the 
drug-free environments of the states 
correctional facilities. Excessively heav} 
doses of barbituates administt rt d in the 
Forensic Unit contribute to the difficuln 
some patients have in readjustintj 

While temporarily assigned to i 
therapy ward on the third floor. I met 
Luis, a Puerto Rlcan patient who seem^ 
to be quite heavily sedated all th e time 
According to the charge aide, I uis, Mh« 
murdered his wife, was one of the 
quietest men on the ward even before 
luereased his dosafje ff 
is SB extremely high level. 
Thorazine is known for side effects 
such ss nausea and a burning sensatioa 
in the month when taken orally. It is 
nsuaUy only adauaktered in ooe 
hundred to two hundred milligram units 
to a full-grown man. Luis is a slight 5'8" 
and we^hs 135 lbs. 

Checkmg Luis' chart, 1 find 00 
behavioral problems which may have 
caused nedlGatioB to be prescribed. The 
chart records the patient's daily 
behavior as well as orders for 
medication. The following increases in 
dosage were ordered on days the patient 
behaved as described in parentheses 
8/7/74 50 mg. Thorazine ("Pt. admitted 
to unit this day"); 8/20/^4 IncTease 
Thorazine to 200 mg. ("Pt. quiet, n 
complaints"); 8/28/74 Increase Thora 
zine to 600 mg. ("Pt. quiet. » 
complaints"): 9/4/74 Increase Thora

( nmputer registration will be reimplemented for the spring 
.juartcr unless unforeseen problems arise, according to 
Fiirriet Bvquist. assistant registrar. 

T he first phase of spring registration begins today with the 
distribution of course bulletins, which will be available at 8 
a.m. in the Registrar's Office. 

The computer program, dubbed SCT for the System and 
Computer Tedm^ogy Corporatiaii which brought tfie piaB to 
FSU. was abaadooed alter an usuooesafel winter quartor, 
1<)^4 initiation. 

Associate Executive Vice President Homer Fisher stated at 

the time. "We hope to improve computer registration by 
adding modifications and procedures during the interim when 
the computer is not in use." Byqulst said she fecis that this 
has been accomplished. 

"Wc have made many corrections and I'll admit that there 
are a few more to be made," she said. "We'd like to have 
;tiem all corrected before we move ahead.*' 

Byquist added that "the potential for effective registration 
is there. However, if we see that it won't noeet the seed of 
students, we will call a halt to it," she said. 

Pre-registration is open to currently enrolled students, 
except wnrter quarter graduates, stn d ents on probation, 
students usmg staff or faculty waiver and special students. 

Byquist stressed that it is up to students to set up 
appointments w¥k then* acadea^ advisors sometiiiie this 
week. 

'If students see their advisers early in the registration 
period, they can avoid the last minute rush." she said. 

Actual registration will be held from Mondav. Jan. 27 
Tough Friday. Feb. 7 in Room 240 Union, when students will 
^ ibmit completed Course Request' Registration Forms to 
't prescntatives of the Registrar's Office. 

At that time, those participating in registration will receive 
' Registration Receipt which will indicate the date and time 
^at computer-generated schedules should be picked up. 

Byquist daimed that the revised eompiM pragraai wiH 
result in "tremendous savings** in laoney, work and tine.

Carpool survey for students set

Final plans for the distribution of a carpool survey for FSU 
students were made at a meeting last Wednesday between 
Student Government (SG) representatives and Carpool 
Information Center (CIC) Director Robert Chamberlain. 

The survey will probably appear Thursday of this week in 
the Flambeau with a grid map of the Tallahassee area, to 
determine which students are interested in carpooling and 
where they are located. | 

At an earlier meeting. Chamberlain dahned that the 
distance from campus, tiw econonuc iuiidilianii relaicd to 
driving, and the density matrix of population' "all make 
carpooling a viable thing fDTTSU.*' 

Participating students will be required to provide their 
name, location, social security aanrtier, phone aan^er and 
arrival and departure time on the carpool survey. The 
student's location will allow a computer to match him or her 
with other interested students in the same vicinity. 

"Ballot boxes will be used to retrieve the surveys and we 
will ask pri>fessors if the> v^ill help us collect them from the 
students." said SG Secretary of Communications Jamie 
Rausch. . • 



Raosc^ said that he is kxAing for voluirteers to h^ collect 
the surveys and to type the information into the cn atpatet that 

the CIC is allowing FSU to use. 

"There will be preferential parkir^g at FSU for carpoolers. 
but we do not know which lot will be used until we receive the 
surveys." Rausch said. 

Chamberlain said that by offering; group parking tags to 
carpoolers. the campus could increase the parkmg capacity of 
select lots by three or four times. 

"We want to make carpooling a challeagr to FSU 
* Rausch said. **We can continMe to ignofc the 
pwi bl eni or tiy a real, workable solatiiMi." 
Kaasch said he feels «pthntstic about the resalts of the 
survey because **what is often attributed to jtadeat apathy is 
sometimes only due to misinformation." 

Previously. Chamberlain told SG officials that if they were 
to collect the surveys and feed the data into the computer, the 
CIC would help fund the publicatioA aod distribution of the 
questionnaire and maps. 

Chamberlain has alread v provided 10.000 maps and SG will 
fund the printing of an additional 8.000. Chamberlain said he 
w:iU als«) allovk SG to use a computer at ihecspenseof the dC.

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Telephone hike 
will hurt students 

In what appears to be an attempt to keep its 
Triple-A rating with investors. Southern Bel! 
Telephone Company is requesting a $216.5 million 
fee hike. $85.9 million of which would become 
effective within thirty days of approval. 

Even though Southern Bell officials say that the 
increase will not be directed at the "basic user of 
telephone service**, we think the proposal is 
unjustified, especially for a university community. 

The company proposes to allow subscribers 
three free directory assistance calls per month and 
charge 20 cents for each additional call. Also 
included in the scheme is a 10 cent increase in pay 
phone calls and an outrageous $60 charge for 
installation of a new telephone in a home. 

Officials for Southern Bell contend that by 
adopting these increases it will be able to head off 
higher costs for residential and business lines. 
Southern Bell told the Public Service Commission 
(PSC) that it still has a Triple-A rating with 
investors, but can maintain that status only with a 
prompt increase. One New York banker testified 
that the Bell system has been a disappointment to 
shareholders in these days of inflation and that, if 
the Bell System loses its high rating, the ability to 
raise capital will become more difficult. 

Unquestionably times are hard, particularly in 
the world of finances. But it is somewhat hard to 
believe that the Bell monopoly is suffering from 
dire financial problems. 
Yet, college students are. 
Students are constantly coming and going, 
usually changing their phone numbers and 
addresses several times in the process. If Southern 
Bell starts to charge $60 for each new ho(^-up and 
then 20 cents for each directory call over an 
arbitrary allotment, then most students may well 
find the acquisition of a telephone to be a luxury 
they can no longer afford. 

Further public hearings on the proposed fmal 
increase will be held in at least seven cities around 
the state, according to PSC Chairman Billy Mayo. 
The commission is meeting in Tallahassee today for 
one of its monthly meetings. 

Students and other community members would 
do themselves a service by attending this meeting 
and voicing their objections to Southern Bell's 
costly requests. If Southern Bell wins its hike, a bad 
precedent would be set — one which might lead 
Tallahassee's Central Telephone Company 
(Centel) to attempt a similar hike of its own. 
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Pathetic situation is not unique 
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1 constantly marvel at the phenomena of change that occurs 
in our society today. While vast changes occur in some areas 
of our lives, many of the most important aspects, stay 
stagnant. i 

Midway Elementary School is located in Gadsden County, 
only about twenty-five miles north of Tallahassee. The little 
school is about fifty years old. Florida's State Department of 
Education inspected the school and found the lighting to be 
the only adequate learning facility present. The school was 
condemned, yet curiously, no funds were appropriated to 
amend the situation^. 

Midway Elementory School got its first phone only 4 few 
years ago. Students and teachers wear their coats insidje the 
classrooms due to lack of sufficient heat, and dasses biust 
use halfjorders of different sets of books. Many other ii 
quate conditions contribute to the failure of popift to 
•*measuj-e up to grade level expectancies." 

Last fear. I attended a Gadsden County school board 
meeting. Midway Elementary School's principal, Mr. Bryaot, 
and many of the Midway area's citizens made sacrifices to 
attend. The patient mothers and fathers waited and listened. 
New plans for an expensive new technical-vocational high 
school w^ere shown. Maternity leaves were discussed. The 
school bbard did not even recognize the large number of 
hopefulsiwho came to ask for adequate plumbing, heat and a 
roof that! did not leak. 

Studeilt Community interaction, the campus volunteer 
organization, runs tutorial and recreational programs at the 
elementaiy school. FSU students selflessly give their time to 
try to bridge the gap hi these kids* education. Many find it 
hard to answer some of the children's questions about what 
the tutors' Ihres are Ifte. The children watdi television, visit 
Tallahassee and the universities on field trips; they are pain- 

ftilly aware of the differences between others* fives and their 

own. 

It is very hard for me to think of the cfaihhen I love and play 
games with struggling to learn in spite of this situation. They 
will learn, as about the noble ideals of equality and liberty this 
country was supposedly founded on. I find it totally hypocfM- 
cal that these children recite the pledge of allegiance every 
morning. As they puppet out "with liberty and justice for 
all. the sounds of new highway construction are heaid.

Unemployment 

Editor: 

In her column on college 
studems and jobs, Sandy 
Shartzer spoke disdainfuHy 
of "simplistic media gener- 
alities", but then let slip one 
of her own that isn't 
necessarily so. 

She said. . . . an 
unemployed college gradu- 
ate doesn't even qual'^' for 
unemployment beneti.j. ' 

If she means a college 
graduate who goes directly 
from commencement cere- 
monies to the unemployment 
claims office, she is right, but 
the disqualifying factor is the 
absence of qualifying work 
experience, not the fact Of 
being a college graduate. 
"Qualifying work experi- 
ence" means that you must 
have worked for twenty 
weeks during four of the five 
previous calendar quarters 
for a participating employer. 
The actual requirements for 
unemployment compensa- 
tion are more complex than 
that — see Chapter 443. 
Florida Statutes, if you can 
translate it into English. 
College graduation, in and of 
itself, does not disqualify you 
from unemployment com- 
pensation.

Congress: 64 days off

year — not counting weekends. 

Among the recesses already on the calendar are 6 davs 
off for Lincoln's birthday: 7 days off at Easter; 6 days at 
Memorial Day; 7 days around Independence Dav; an 
August recess of 22 days; and 6 days off at Columbus Day. 
The listed lKrfida3rs do not include a probable early recess 
for Christmas. 

New Times: Sen. Scott 



to be indicted 



(ZNS) New Times magazine is out w ith a report that yet 
another major political scandal is brewing — this one 
involving friends and political associates of Senate 
Minority Leader Hugh Scott. 

The magazine states that a federal grand jury is 
preparing to hand down indictments in a kickback scheme 
invohm^ Scott's former campaign treasurer and 
Philadelphia lawyer, Matthew Weinstein. Weinstein is 
said to be a close friend of Scott's and a major contributor 
to the Senator's campaign coffers. 

New Times quotes Justice Department sources as 
saying that Weinstein received a $46 million government 
lease — despite the fact that other developers had bid 
lower, and that Weinstein's bid was not even legal. 

The Justice Department sources, the magazine says, 
state that the contract was negotiated by Herbert Fogel of 
Philadelphia, who was Senator Scott's fund-raising 
treasurer.

(ZNS) Congress's joint ooRHttktee on internal revenue 
taxationreportsthatlOof America'slargestcotporations 
paid no federal income taxes )ask year even tfaoogfa they 
earned a combined profit of nearly one byfion-doQars. 

Ohio Congressman Charles Vanik, a member of the 
committee, said that none of the corporations have done 
anything 'illegal": Vanik said. "They have simply taker 
advantage, quite effectively, of the multitude of tax 
subsidies w hich have been enacted into the tax laws over 
the years." 

Among the 10 companies paying no taxes were United 
Air Lines and Trans World Airlines which, between them, 
earned more than $150 million in profits last year.

Tallahassee has once again joined the unique group of 
cities throughout the country that play host to recording 
facilities with the caning of Sweetbay Studios. 

Burt Norton is the driving force behind Sweetbay which 

-he hopes will become "one of the finest recording studios 
in the South." right alongside Muscle Shoals and Criteria. 

Two years in the making. Sweetbay was finally 
completed last August and consists of a combination 
control room and observer's lounge, a special acoustic 
room, and the main studio with soundproof drums and 
vocal booths adjacent to it. 

;*We got together with Studio Supply in Nashville." 
Ndrton said in discussing Sweetbay s construction. "They 
gave us the basic plans and we modified them to suit 
oui^lves.** 

The SI 25,000 facility is staffed by four engineers, all 
nMi^dans. 

j^iorton is also a musician and has worked with recording 
equipment for several years. 

A S30,000 16-track mixing console dominates the 
control room flanked by 2-track. 4-track, 8>track and 

Ibjtrack recorders, the last one costing $20,000. 

pespite the latest equipment and confident personnel, 
can Sweetbay compete with older, established studios? 

Norton is confident that it can. "Tallahassee has a 
defmite sound with a lot of good, original music. 
Otherwise I wouldn't have built the studio." Norton said. 
"Muscle Shoals had the same problem we do but they 
developed excellent local black musicians and gained a 
reputation." 

Norton is aw are that Abajon. an earlier recording studio 
below the Pastime Tavern, folded. "They didn't have 
enough equipment to do an adequate job." Norton said, 
more optimistic about Sweetbay's chances of survival. 

Referring to his investments in equipment. Norton 
declared, "I really went overboard. I didn i want to be 
obsolete before I'd even started.'* 

New that it is, Sweetbay has been the scene of 

considerable activity with Dixie Drive, the UBamba 
Brothers, Hot Sunday, Greta Larsoo and most of the other 
local groups and performers doiQg session work there. 

• Since August we've been traming. doing demo topes, 
getting to know our studio," Norton said.

the control room, great care has been taken with the 
acoustics. 

The side walls are constructed out of Cyprus v^xxi 
a ripple effect "to absorb some sound and disperse sornt 
sound" thus preventing an imbalance of frequena 
pitches in the room. 

Two large speakers mounted at equal distances fron 
the controller are bolted into the wall to prevent vibratioi. 

The rear wall is one big bass trap: carpeting covers i 
two-foot thick panel endosore filled with fiberglass 
insulation so that low frequencies are absorbed, 
preventing bass rumble. 

The first step in recording a song consists of laying 
dow n the various tracks, each m ati u m e nt being reconfed 
on one track. 

"The biggest problem in multi-track recording is upc 
hiss, so w e record at the highest voluaw and then engineer 
it," Norton explained. 

After laying down the rhythm tracks which usualH 
consist of such instruments as the lead and bass guitars 
piano and drums, the engineer overdubs vocals, horns 
and violins as needed. 

The next step involves mixing dou n the recorded musK 
which is played back from the tape recorder into ihe 
mixing console where the engineer can emphasize some 
tracks and downplay others. It is during the re n k that an 
echo effect can be added, either electronical! v or by using 
Sweetbay's live echo chamber. 

Finally, the song is recorded in stereo on a two-tr»ci 
recorder and can the* %eaeat to a plant where a record b 
cut. 

Just like any profesnonal studio, Sweetbay his t» 
smaU speidters on the nuxing panel which allow the 
engineer to hear what tHe song woaki sound like if it caff 
over the car radio. 

' Most people do their mixes through the sma' 
speakers," Norton said. "Pete's Place in Nashville doe^ 
all their mixing on five-inch speakers lo when they pity'' 
back on big speakers it's perfect." 

Future plans do not include being bought out bv a H 
record compans. Rather. Norton wants to

Florida Slate s nun s swimining team split two meets over 
ihe weekend, defeating LSL 70-43 on Friday and failing 00 5 J 
to Tulane on Saturday. 

The Seminoles took seven first places in the LSU victi)r\ 
Bob Gordon 8VOII the bntterfly in 1:59.4 while Mike Grattan 
captured the 50-Rieter freestyle hi 21 .9. also taking a second 
in the 100-meter firee style. 

Teammate Bob Home edged Grattan in the longer event, 
clocking in a 47.9. then teamed with Bob Carter. Kevin 
Marshbum and Steve Roaenbanm to win the medley relay at 
3:44.4. 

Carter swept the 200-meter backstroke in 2:01.2 and 
Marshburn returned to take first in the bi-east stroke. 

The remaining Seminole victor was Brent Fichter in the 
one-meter dive. 

Head Swimming Coach Terry Carlisle proved something of 
a prophet following the LSU meet when he said. "We looked 
tired and ragged. Tm happy with the win. but we'll have to 
swim much bet^ to beat Tulane.*'

llie State Comcii of Stodeat GovetBiBeBts 
of Florida (SCSG) will aenfe as *'a fomfU 
expression of the views of stadent 
governments'* in the state government 
system, aooordiBg to chairpcfson Robert 
Jordan. 

Jordan and Jan Pietrzyk, acting executive 
director, announced the approval of the SCSG 
by the State Council of Student Body 
Presidents and said they have received an 



official pledge of support from Education 
Commiisiooer Ralph Turlington.

A aoa-prafit organization currently se^iag 
incorpor ati on, SCSG's Center for Student 
Government Project will make its 
headquarters in Tallahassee where it will 
serve as a clearing-house for state student 
government-related information. 

SCSG officials also plan to establish a 
center of journalism where university 
newspapers will be able to exchange 




information aad coordinate their activities 
with the Capitol Press Corps. 

•The Center wffl be working fall<tkne for 
aboat a tbree-aioaih period <fairing tbe 
sessioa," Pletizyk, who is also FSU's stodeat 
government vioe-oreaideat. - said. **Oar 
iobbyiag eflbft w3l recprae a ^eat aaaMat of 
research — tins is oae of oar shott-lerai 
priorities." 

Jordan said the new organization will 
depend on private donations from individual 
student governments and from a series of 
fund-raising dinners which will feature state 
government leaders. 

"We don't want to cause any unnecessary 
financial strain on student governments," 
Jordan said. "We hope to sarvtve on 
donations." 

Former state Senate President Mallory 
Home has already donated $75 towards tlie 
group's iacorporatioB.

Three more political 
parties emerged yesterday in 
last minute filing for Student 
Government (SG) offices to 
be filled in this quarter's 
election. 

Announcing their caadi- 
dacy for Student Body 
Presideat and Vice-Presideirt 
were J.D. Scfaaieck and 
Wilbert Stevenson, Ahead 
party. Jay Kkschner aad 
Richard Raben, the Necro- 
philiac party, and Apollo 
Visko and Debbie Pi^Uua 
with Daybreak. 

Schmeck said that the 
primary objective of the 
Ahead party is to further 
student involvement in 
university affairs. 

"We have to make 
university programs more 
relevant to the student, " said 
Stevenson, a senior la 

criminology. **We need to 
reint^rate students mto the 
university cmnmunity." 

Schmeck, a spedai stodeat 
in English ectacation, does 
not have the *Tquired 2.0 
grade average to run for 
Student Body President. 
When disqualified, he said 



that he plans to contest the 
ruling in the Student 
Supreme Court. 

"I feel that a disqualifica- 
tion is a violation of my civil 
rights," Schmeck said. 

Ahead has also filed Chip 
Wichmowski for Union 
Board, Seat 3, aad Aady 
Bi^or. Uaioa Pnaid - Seat 4. 

'*We're sick aad tired of 
the NecrophRiacs gettiag the 
short end of the stick on this 
campus," Kirschner said. 

"We want to get the 
deadweight moving," Nec- 
rophiliac Union Board candi- 
date Stan Watkins said. 
"This campus is full of 
stiffs." 



"Our objectives will cover 
issues inside and outside the 
campus," Kirschner said. 
"We're running for presi- 
dent and vice president 
because we are primarily 
concerned with problems of 
the university; otherwise we 
woaid raa for Governor aad 
Govmor of FlDnda.'* 

Kkachaer said diat the 
number one issue on campus 
is garbage collection. "We 
feel that it should be 
continued and stringently 
enforced," he said.

Non-payment does not remove students* liability for 
fees, and overdue balances plus a $25 reinstatement fee 
must be paid before registration for spring quarter. 
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GSU to seek 
more benefits 



The Graduate Student Union (GSU), an 
organization of graduate students employed by the 
State University System (SUS), is currently trying 
to organize students for the purpose of correcting 
grievances through collective bargaining. 

GSU is an independent chapter of the United 
Faculty of Florida (UFF) and has represented the 
interests of graduate stu^nts since 1971. 

According to GSU literature, the GSU is 
dedicated to the concept of local control and local 
autonomy. "The decisions and policies of the GSU 
are made by those who fulfill the purposes of the 
nine universities in the SUS, that is, to teach and to 
advance knowledge." 

Nathan Neel, acting president of FSU*s GSU, 
says graduate students who have assistantships 
are paid an average of $3,000 a year and that "after 
tuition, only $2250 is left to live on for nine 
months." 

Neel maintains that grad students are underpaid 
and have no health care or job security, but says 
they could redress these grievances by joining the 
GSU and participating in collective bargaining. 

UndQubtedly, Neel is right. 

Gfad«ale ttadeBta have always provided tlie 
miversity systen with dieap teaching laiior and 
yet, they are not afforded any benefits or job 
security. 

Just this quarter, many graduate assistants at 
the University of Florida were dismissed despite 
the assurance of President Robert Marston that 
their removal would not take place. Several of these 
students were fired during the course of their 
studies and were left with no way to protect 
themselves. 

Because the American Association of University 
Professors (AAUP) does not provide for the 
formation of graduate student chapters or even for 
a graduate student or student assistant section of a 
chapter, we encourage all graduate assistants to 
join the GSU/UFF chapter at FSU. 

GSU memberdiip is open to all graduate 
assistants and graduate associates in tiie State 
University System. Only through a large 
membership can the GSU or any collective 
bargaining agency wield power when dealing with 
administrators, the legislature and the Board of 
Regents.

From all indications, 1975 wtH be a dark year. hifUition, 
recession, and unenltghteiied leadership in h^ places could 
make the m^zt twelve months a living nightmare for many 
Americans. Although it only adds salt to the wound to look on

Joe could be white, black, red or freckled. Although . if he is 
blade, the denials are twice as many and the despair is doubly - 
felt. But, since darkness is not racial, we will not make it into a 
racial issue. 

Let*s say that Joe has a wife and seven kids. I know what 
youVe thinking, bat rememl>er what Paul said aboat 
"bumiag;** after all, the species has to be perpetuated, and 
Joe's sexual instincts have to be gratified. Birth control? '. 
Bullshit! A man wants sons to carry his name into the future, i 
Okay, getting back to Joe, he gets laid off from a job. The 
foreman tells him that company's sales and profits are low 
and he has to go, since he was one of the last to be hired. 

So, Joe goes. He draws the company's compensation while 
it lasts. But this compensation plus unemployment insurance 
only equals half of his wages before his layoff. Catching hell 
making ends meet even with his job, Joe finds it impossible to 
make them meet without a job. The bill collectors begin to 
harass him, and his food supply begins to dwindle. 

Joe listens to Ford's state of the union address. It does not 
console hni As a matter of f^rt, it angers him. "Higher 
gasolmetax! Shtt, Icaa'taffordgasatitspresefitprice. TmaU 
for oonserving energy, but why most poor people Itte me who 
can*t afford this tax suffer tbe most for tliis coaserv^oor**^ tf 
he is black, Joe will ask, **WliotaBght IM his ecolMmiics, Ms 
mammy?" Because Joe does not nuike enough money to pny 
taxes in the lirst place. Fold's lednoed taies propomd is 
meaningless. « 

So. Joe walks the streets looking for work. But inflation and 
recession are hurting everyone, and no one hires him. He 
goes to the enjployment office and asks if there's any federal 
program to help people like him. The receptionist tells him no, 
since the government, to fight inflation, was tightening its 
belt on domestic spending . ' * With a reduced tax rate and with 
the money we have to spend outdoing the Russians in atomic 
weapons and the money we have to spend policing democracy 
anmnd the w«Mld,*' she continues, "the government cannot 
possibly affocd socialistic programs to help the poor. Have a 
nice day and good-bye!**

Editor: 

This response to your edi- 
torial of January 15 regard- 
ing the alleged misinforma- 
tion given out by the Regis- 
trar's Office concerning the 
deadline for paying Winter 
Quarter fees. The Winter 
Quarter Bulletin was com- 
piled and published several 
weeks prior to the beginning 
of the quarter. The published 
fee payment deadline of 
January 13 was correct at the 
time of publication. 

Alter the Winter Qnarter 
BoHetin was pobfished and 
distributed, the Untversity 
received revised Board off 
Regents registration policies 
which permitted us to extend 
the fee payment deadline by 
one week. Florida State Uni- 
versity chose to exercise this 
option for the benefit of stu- 
dents and their parents to 
give them more time to pay 
without incurring the pre- 
scribed late fee. 

Additional hand-out ma- 
terial was prepared announc- 



ing the extended payment 
deadline. Fnrther, students 
wer^ told personally of the 
new payment date as they 

approached the Fee Payment 
Table in Tully Gym, the Uni 
versity Union and the Bur- 
sar's Office. 

It is admitt('dly difficult to 
overcome the previous 
announcement on the fct 
payment dcadlme when the 
Bulletin is strictly observed 
However, no student has 
been assessed a late fee for 
failure to pay by Jan. 13. 

Perhaps some credit is die 
the University for allowing 
the ad^tional fleiibility for 
stndents. The decision did 
cause ns to incur additional 
admkristrative problems, but 
we ielt tiie advantages for 
students outweighed the 
conccfnc We regret that the 
Flambeau was either not 
aware of this situation r 
chose to ignore the efforts 
made to serve Florida State 
students.

Agency urges 
energy 'break' 

WASHINGTON ( UPI) — The head of a new government 
agency created to make the country self-sufficient in 
energy, said today the nation must "put a break" on 
energy use or it will never meet that goal. 

Dr. Robert C. Seamans Jr. . a former secretary of the Air 
Force, assumed command yesterday of the Energy 
Research and Development Administration with a call for 
increased conservation on the part of ail Americans. 

He singled out transportation, partictriarly the automo- 
bile, and residential and commercial bnOding as two areas 
of prime concern in making the use of energy more effi- 
cient. 

'"There is no way we can become seif-suffficient ui 10 
years if we keep using energy at the same rate we have 
been/* he told a news conference. "We've got to pat a 
break on the use of energy.** 

The new agency, created last year by Congress, 
assumes mostof the functions of the old Atomic Energy 
Commission as well as other energy duties previously held 
by the Interior Department, the Environmental Protection 
Agency and other parts of government. 

The agency, whose symbol is a gold centered sunburst 
ringed by 50 stars, begins life with a budget of $3.5 billion 
and more than 7.000 emploves.

Another measure due for prcxiamation will make retro 
active to Jan. 1 a 12 per cent investment credit on business 
taxes. 

The oil order was designed to hold down imports until 
Congress acts on Ford's request for increasing excise taxes 
and import fees on domestic and imported crude oil. The tai 
credit was aimed at getting industry and tNisfaiess to bold 
ne w plants and hire the unemployed.

FSU administrators are presently consideriog a 
number of possibilities to deal with recent budget cuts 
of u p to 2 . 2 per cent i m posed by Gov. Askew oo the State 
University System (SUS). 

The cuts came in the midst of drastic state-wide 
budget reductions resulting from a S232 milUon deficit 
in the 1974-75 receipts. 

KSr Budget Officer Ilona Turrisi indicated that 
culting the present budget will be "very difficult." 

"The majority wiM have to come from salary savings 
of one kind or another." she said. "There's never been 
anything Hke this before." 

Homer Fisher, associate executive vice-president, 
said he viewed the situation as being "very serious." 

' ' I think a decrease in courses is a possibility, but until 
we get specific infomiatloii on the hnpact of thb on FSU, 
we will be unable to deterniine this," he said. 

"What concerns me most is how many staff vacancies 
can we have before there is a significant decrease in the 
desirable level of service," Fisher said. "The basic 
academic structure must be left intact, if possible.*' 

According to Florida Senate President Dempsey 



Barroo, SMist of the deficit lesulted from sharply 
reduced taa revenues. Barron . a long-time critic of SUS 
spending, added that funding for higher ed u catio n 
presents some concern to hin. 

"Educational spending consumes 65 cents of each 
dollar ^>ent by the state government." Barron said. 
"The consistently recurring inordinate high cost of 
programs in universities would seem to say \that 
something is out of line." 

Jerry Jones, staff director and fiscal adviser for the 
Senate Wavs and Means Committee, said he felt that it 
is too early to determine the effect on various agencies. 

"We are all going to have to cut back to the 1973-74 
level," he said. "Assuming that revenues are not 
further reduced, we can get by the rest of this year." 

Jones indicated that "drastic further cuts" may have 
to be made prior to the setting of 1975-76 budgets. 

At last month's meeting of the Board of Regents 
(BOR), Chabman Marshall Criser said, "The Regents 
are proud of the quality which has been built mto the 
state universities during the past ten years." 

Criser added that the BOR would be willing to 
examine the cost factors involved to determine whether 
it is too expensive.

HEW hiring memo is not/i/ng new — l\/larsliall

A memorandum from the 
Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare (HEW) 
which asks universities to 
hire only the most qualified 
applicant for any job does not 
represent a change in policy, 
according to FSU President 
Stanley Marshall. 

The memo, which HEW 
sent to 2,800 university pre- 
sidents across the oountiy, 
has raised doubt in some 



quarters as to HEW's inten- 
tions concerning the imple- 
mentation of affirmative ac- 
tion programs. 

Peter E. Holmes, director 
of HEW's Office of CivU 
Rights, held a press con- 
ference m Washington last 
month when the memo was 
released. At that time, 
Hofanes said that **the hn- 
pression has been that the 
federal government requires 
the lowering of (lUring) 



standards to meet certain 
goals." 

Holmes added that "there 
have been examples of mis- 
interpretation of the goals on 
the part <^ our own people," 
and that the memo had been 
drafted to clarify these nris- 
interpretations. 

Ifolmes pcMnted out that 
the memo makes clear that in 
no case should a less quali- 
fied woman or member of a 
minority group be hired over 



a more fully qualified white 
or male. The memo took 
several months to prepare 
and was reviewed by HEW 
^cretary CajspM* Weinber- 
ger before \ its release, 
Hblmes said, i

written to f^olHMS asking 
whether anWhing in the 
memo conflicted with affir- 
mative action programs 
already subm|itted to HEW 
by FSU.

the first time fall quarter, has 
compouoded the uaiverstty's 
budget woes, according to 
faculty and administrative 
spokespersons. 

The policy, under which 
students are charged a- 
inounts ranging from $13 to 
$40.50 per quarter hour re- 
placcci the old system where- 
hv students paid a set fee of 
tn.ni $190 to $590 per quar- 
ter 

I he result has been that a 
large number of students are 
taking fewer hours than they 
have in past quarters. The 
greatest impact has been re- 
alised at the freshman, soph- 
omore and advanced grad- 
uate levels. 

According to Betty Ulton, 
research assistant in Univer- 
sity Planning, Research and 
Systems, the most significant 
aspect is that beginning stu- 
dents are making a switch in 
course loads from 15 to 12 
hours. 

"The only group which 
showed an inerease in quar- 
ter ht)urs taken was law stu- 
dents." Tilton said. "And 
this was due to requirements 
within their department," 

Budget Officer Ilona Turr- 
isi claimed that the adminis- 
tration was * 'cautious'* when 
implementing the new fee 
schedule. 

'*The university is funded 
according to credit hours 
students are taking, so na- 
turally we were concerned 
with what would happen 
when we went to the new fee 
schedule." she said. 

Turrisi added that the new 
fee policy, coupled with a 
Hoard of Regents enforced 
-ip on supervised research 
"id teaching by graduates 
"has made a big difference. ' ' 
Registrar Thomas Bur- 
nette suggested that the de- 
crease in quarter hours could 
be attributed primarily to the. 
differences in fee schedules. 

The total PTE has shown 
a decrease over the fall quar- 
ter of the previous sdiool 
vcar. although we exper- 
ienced slightly better than a 
1 (KX) student increase in en- 
rollment over last fall," he 
said. 

Stephen Winters, Dean of 

Hasic Studies, oversees the 
irca hardest hit by the new 
poHcy.

ki • lewt hilanriew wllh FbnribeM, FSU 
PresMent Stanley Marshall admitted that 
administrators and faculty members must become 
more responsive to student demands or find 
themselves presiding over a ^^ghost town*'. 

•*I think we probably offer courses too much 
because they interest us, because we like them so 
we want to teach them," he said. "I think we're 
going to have to diange that or students are simply 
^ng to go somewhere else . . . Ifthoseof usctftiie 
faculty and the adminstration are not quite 
responsive to student needs, the character of the 
American university might change so much in the 
next ten years or fifteen years that you wouldn't 
recognize it." in particular, the university must 
increase its attention to preparing students for 
specific jobs, he said. 

We agree. But we would not limit 
responsiveness to course content. The Florida 
Board of Regents has, for the past couple of years, 
been eliminating unpopular majors from the State 
University System.

Tao first year FSU law stwdmfrwlio arr 
Vietnam veterans are oontemplating fUiBg 
suit against the federal governmeiit. Tlie aait 
concerns the Vietnain Era Veterans 
Readjustment Assistance Act of 1974. which 
extended educational assistance to veterans 
studying for undergraduate degrees or fai 
vocational progranis for nine months.

Land trade may 

in jeopardy 



FSU might not be able to acquire a 
controversial land addition to the Seminole 
Reservation if the state doesn't execute a 
deed with property owner Robert Withers 
within thirty days. 

For almost three years now. Withers has 
been trying to work out a trade with FSU 
which would give the university 79 acres of 
land bordering on Lake Bradford, with 13 
acres of state-owned land on the truck route 
going to Withers for industrial use. 

Withers complained to the Tallahassee 
Democrat of delays on the part of the state 
and said last week that he would sell the 
property to a private buyer if the state doesn't 
approve the land swap within thirty days. 

Both tracts of land were valued at 
appronnurtefy $150,000 by the stM's 
internal Improvement Trust Fund, (HP). The 
DF if cmmitiy in tbtt process of exantekig 
the title to the Withers land, according to Jim 
Wiffimns, diief of the Bntean of Upbmd

Management. 

"We should be in a position to close this 
land deal in two or three weeks," Williams 
said. **We (IIP) approved the transaction last 
September and now it's up to the Board of 
Trustees to execute the deed.** 

IIF must also negotiate an easement with 
the city to make the Withers tract accessible 
from the truck route. 

Once the transactioii is tinaliied the hwd 
must be leased to the Board of Begents who 
would then tuffi it over to tiie uutmsity, 
Williams said. 



Last year, a group of FSU students 
presented a petition to President Stanley 
Marshall asking tlie university to pieoeed 
with the land swap to keep the Lake Bradfoid 
property from being industriaiied. 

The Withers land borders Lake Cascade 
which is connected to Lake Bradford by way of 
Lake Minniehaha and Lake Hiawatha.

"Copper is mote 
useful than ahiniinaoi be- 
cause it absorbs heat better

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Students should 
decide courses 

At its last meeting, the Faculty Senate postponed 
for future coiisideratioii a proposal which should 
have be^ pas^d. 

A decision on a request to drop physics and 
chemistry as basic studies requirements was 
shelved so that science professors could have more 
time to study the matter. 

Several senators argued that if students were 
permitted to avoid taking a science course, they 
would be unprepared to meet the demands of a 

technological society. 

Obviously, this is a ludicrous assumption. The 
material now covered in the required physics and 
chemistry courses is nothing more than a basic 
survey and does very little to prepare a student for 
the "demands of a technological wmld." 

The science professors and department heads 
apparently want more time to figure out how the 
proposal will affect their Full Time Equivalency 
(FTE) allocation, meaning their decision will 
probably rest more on economic considerations 
than on educational ones. 

Some professors, including Dr. Joseph White of 
the School of Music, thought that a change was in 
order. Dr. White pointed out that students should 
be given more freedxm to choose their own 
courses. 

Stadests are no longer children. They possess 
the capabilities to make sound decisions 
concerning their educational endeavors. Students 
do not have to be saddled with a list of 
requirements to insure that they receive a 
weU-roonded edncation* They knew what la 
In thM tmi am chonae the 
wdmvmtA to thefar Kvea. 




Surely, tiiere are few reascms why this proposal 
should not be {»ssed. Students have suffered 
through these requirements too long and we hope 
that the Faculty Senate will relieve them of this 
unnecessary burden at its next meeting. 
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Florida's people should decide 
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House Speaker Don Tucker*s * 'personal legislative pack- 
age" was received last week with some degree of hesitancy on 
the part of his supporters. As the days go by. it becomes 
increasingly apparent that the would-be governor is now 
attempting to shape his new administration, from the Calbinet 
to the Legislature. i 

The Speaker's proposal that Cabinet members be limited to 
two terms is, ironically, reminiscent of the successful G.O.P 
move to limit the president to two terms. Poor argument and 
fallacious reasoning dominated that move as it now dominates 
this move. The G.O.P. was bitter after the death of Franklin 
Roosevelt because, alas, the people had chosen to re-elect him 
three times. Ot course, the will of the people is a secondary 
matter when politicians take it upon themselves to dictate 
"what's best" for the country, or state. 

Speaker Tucker's proposal is based on the assumption that 
if someone holds an office too long, that person begins to 
think of the office as his personal property. Abuses and ille- 
galities, according to Tucker, soon transpire. One wonders 
why Cabinet members are the only elected officials w ho abuse 
their power. There are many legislators who consider their 
seats personal property, having no restriction on the number 
of terms to be served. Could it be possible that there are 
corrupt legislators just as there might be corrupt Cabinet 
members? 

Since Tucker has already announced his intention to seek 
the govemor*s chair in 1978, tt followed that he fancies 
himself running for re-election in 1982. Therefore, by 1982 he 
would be in a position to **pack the Cabinet** with cronies and 
others who might at that time be in his favw. This is. 
according to Richard Nixon and David Aionofsky. '^politics as 
usual." However, I would urge every thinking voter to fight 
for his or her right to elect whomever he chooses, re-electing 
them as often as he wishes. After all, if corruption is a 
problem, let it be aired so the office holder will be defeated in 
a bid for re-election. A guaranteed two-term limit provides 
rather free reign during the second term. 

Don Tucker's handling of the able Republicans in the 
House continues to lose him support among all conservatives 
throughout the state. Coupled with his mutual antipathy 
toward the liberal delegation in the House, it occurs to this 
writer that his power base must be contrived rather than 
voluntarily extended. Since the Speaker has let it be known 
that he wishes to be the first Speaker in state history to serve 
twoterms.it might profit him to cease his bitter attacks on the 
G.O.P. A case in point would be Rep. Bob Johnson, a 
Republican who pushed aside senseless fear to speak the 
truth about Mr. Tucker. As a consequence, the verv able rep 
resentative who had hekl seats m important committees as 
termed "unstable'' and assigned by the Speaker to small, 
relatively msignificant committees. Politics is politics, but re- 
fusmg to employ talented veterans of the House while 
appointing inexperienced fieshmen to poweiful committees 
IS, to sa V the least, poor usage of manpower and talent as well 
^Vbatf fraiTTor aii adBftftilstratOr. ' • - • • 





Another item in the "personal legislative package" is a 
proposal which would make prospective judicial candidal s 
actual candidacy depend upon the "yea" or "nay" of the 
Judicial Qualifications Committee. The JQC would determine 
whether a candidate was qualified and/or fit for the particular 
judgeship in question. This, according to Tucker, would

insure that regardless of who was elected, that person wou 
be qualified. Once again, the judgment of the people is not 
be considered. The entire proposal reeks of potential loss '! 
popular control in the electoral processes. 

Both of Tucker's major proposals outlined above are^ r 
tingent on the assumption that the electorate is i^norani 
some degree. I would tend to leslifv to that. However, f 
basis of this democracy is that the people should be thedcier 
mining factor if the subject is who is to govern. Thai hi^ 
right was infringed upon with the passage of laws lin . 
presidents and Florida's governor to two terms. Nevenr 
less, let us not follow poor precedent by limiting anyone: 
a certain number of years in public service. 

Speaker Tucker's "package" should be howled down b 
the people of this state. It must be recognized as an attempt k 
channel more power from the electorate to the elected off 
cials. it should also be recognized as just one more methodicai 
step in one man's long-range attempt to seek addition 
power. On the basis of present and past performance, scrioii 
consideration should be given to a proposal to strip autlwrii^ 
from this man who would be our next governor.

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Q: There seems to have been literally thousands of studies 
made public now on the use of marihuana and its effect on 
the body. Is there a consensus of opinion from physidaiis 
on the harmful effect of pot? 

A: The subject of marihuana is so beset by emotion that 
facts are hard to come by. Most of tiie studies which have 
been performed were designed to prove the preconceived 
idea that it must be harmful and that scare tactics are 
essential to resolve the "problem". Actually, the harm in 
marihuana appears to be modest indeed. We are unable to 
recognize the casual user by his physical or mental 
reactions. Occasionally, we see a student in the process of 
"dropping out" with an assist from marihuana. We see 
the same with drugs, alcohol or no assist at all. It is not 
evident which is the cause and which is effect. 

The laws against marihuana are something else. They 
are unequivocally bad. Thoiisaiids of young people have 
lost then* freedom and had their future warped by 
ttmeasooed tad vidoos laws. Also, they share the 
oommondiaracteristicof unenfotceable laws m tiiat they 
can be selectively enfofced in a atptkkms and vindictive 
manner. 

In 1973, die Nationil Commission of Maffhuaaa and 
Drug Abuse recommended elimination of penalties for 

possession of less than one ounce of marihuana. 
Then President Nixon, who appointed the Commission, 

repudiated the recommendation. 

About a year ago, the District of Columbia Medical 
Society found that "there appears to be no serious or 
lasting physical or mental effects from moderate or 
intermittent usage in healthy adults." The society 
recommended that there be no criminal sanctions for 
possession of small amounts of marihuana, but that users 
be held fully responsible for their behavior while under its 
influence. 

There can be no argument that people should be held 
responsible for their behavior. Progress has been made 
toward a more rational attitude about marihuana. 
However, I do not understand the sdusm between 
possession and sale that is being created. Surely if 
possession is made legid, sale sboM be also. Otiierwise, 
prices will remain higli and attractive to tlie criminal 
elementi wlikh wiH be leti^ied to naifcet the material.

Local magazine features FSU poets

What is striking about the 
winter issue of the Apalachee 
Quarterly, other than the 
special section on FSU poets, 
is that it exists at all. 

Small press literature does 
not fare well in the market 
place in these times, and 
those who arc willing to 
expend the energy and funds 
to put it there are rare. 
Publishing a literary maga- 
zine is something many talk 
about, but few actually do. 

Sfliall filerary magazines, 
wilicb flouriihid for four 

20i, have falleii on hard 
times in the past five years or 
so. Himdredsof good private 
aad coliefe fonded maga- 
zines have dropped from 
sight under the artless knife 
of bureaucratic budget 
cutters (Such was the fate of 
FSU's literary magazine). 
Internal bickering and big 
egos deepsixed many others. 

It is probably the collapse 
of so many small magazines 
that has given rise in recent 
years to the cultish and 
excessive praise heaped on 
such writers as Pynchon and 
Plath. With so few good, 
accessible outlets to publish 
their own work in, many 
talented ooHege students and 
professors opt for jumping, 
whole-hog, on the scholarly 
bandwagon of an estat>lished 
writer. The resutt, ohviously, 
is that mudi potential talent 



FSU poet Van Brock, who

Apalachee Quarterly, wants 
to see a reversal in the trend, 
and suggests that outlets like 
the Quarterly, the FSU 
Poetry Co-op and the 
Apalachee Poetry Center are 
helping to do that. He even 
sees a kind of local 
"movement" starting here. 

**...A heightened aware- 
ness in poetry is lesuhing in 
more and better poems,*' he 
says. 

The poetry that follows 
seems to hear him out. There 
is some mediocre poetry, to 
be certain, but the group as a 

whole is impressive. "Touch- 
ing" by Don Caswell stands 
out, with poems by Daniel 



Sweeney. Sam Harrison. 
Frances Ragsdale- Brock. 
James Locke and Mario 
Petaccio showing exceptional 
talent. 

The balance of the 
magazine is an interesting 
mixed bag, with excellent 
poems by Lyn Lifshin, Robert 
Harper, Richard Mathews 
and Dale Sims, strange 
photographs by Gus Holzer 
and a Robbe-Grillet-esque 
short story by Lawrence 
Berteau. 

There is inferior stuff in 
the issue, but it is the 
exception, and probably due 
to a lack of good submissions 
rather than ineptitude on the 
part <^ the editors. We look 
forward to more quarterlies.

(UPI) — A four-way battle for the league championship, 
with two of its teams ranked in the top twenty, confirms what a 

lot of people have been saying. 

Southeastern conference basketball has come of age! 

Look at the standings: Sixth-ranked Alabama is locked in a 
three-way tie with lOth-ranked Kentucky, and Auburn, for 
the SEC cage lead — and Tennessee, just a step behind, is a 
definite contender. 

Alabama (11-2) has lost two road games by four points to 
llth-ranked LaSalle and by five to Kentucky. 

Kentucky (12-2) lost to top-ranked Indiana in early 
December and by five points at Aubom but beat 14th-raiiked 
North Carolina, Alabama and Tennessee. 

Auburn (10-3) has won six straight since losing to 
Tennessee and its earlier two losses came on the road by a 
combined total of just five points. 

Tennessee (10-3). unbeatable at home, lost at Michigan by 
four points, at Alabama by four and at Kentucky by six. 

The coaches of the top four teams all agree that this year's 
race will be decided on the road. "You've got to win all your 
home games, beat the non-contenders home and away, and 
come up with at least one road victory over one of the 
contenders." said Alabama coach CM. Newton. 

"None of the top four can afford to let down its guard 
against any of the other six teams in our conference," added 
Newton." Any of those are capable of beating us, especially at 
home. L(K)k at Ole Miss, they haven't won a conference game, 
but we beat them by only three points and so did Kentucky."

FSU is most liberal on grading

As of fail quarter. 1 973. FSU had the l^glieat percnrtagc of 
A s and B's and one of the lowest percentages of D's and F's 
in the State University System (SUS). 

According t<i a report released in December by the Board of 
Regents' (BOK) Office for Academic Affairs. 63.4 per cent of 
KSl's grades for fall. 1973. were As or B's. Only 7.3 percent 
of grades awarded that quarter were D's and F's 
r«*^ ' - *: f

Court upholds disqualification 



The Student Supreme 
Court upheld the disqualifi- 
cation of student body 
presidential candidate J.D. 
Schmcck for academic reas- 
ons yesterday, but allowed 
vice-presidential candidate 
Wilbert Stevenson the op- 
portunity to register with 
another running mate. 

Schnieck was disqualified 
Wednesday by Elections 
<^*^mmissioner Linda Bassett 
not meeting the 2.0 
academic requirement for all 
elected SG officials. 

The Court gave Stevenson 
^ 8:15 a.m. Monday to 

register with a replace- 
ment for Schmeck. Steven- 
^ will not be aHowed to run 
•» • pr rfid ea tiai candidate. 



Former student body 
vice-president Bob K^wn 
represented Scheck, the 
plaintiff, while out-going 
Student Body President 
David AroBoi^ testified m 
his behatf. BMsett. the 
defendant, was represented 
by SG Attorney General Dick 
Wilson. 

Kelluni told the Court that 
the grade requirement is an 
"unreascnable part of the 
student constitution, " and 
made analogies to similar 
cases in the U.S. Supreme 
Court.

The report, which covered seven universities (Flortda 
A&M. Florida Tech. FSU. Florida Atlantic. West Florida. 
University of Florida and USF). is entitled ''Grade Trends in 
the State Univer«ty System of Florida." The University of 
l^h Florida and Florida international were not included 
because they follow "innovative** grufing systeois. 
according to the report. 

Explaining that "some institutions of higher learning 
throughout the country, the percentage of C grades given 
decreased steadily during the late 1960s and early 1970$." the 
report concentrates on "the erosion of the C grade." 

Data presented in the report show that at six of the univer- 
sities studied, more C's than A's were awarded in fall. 1969. 
By fall, 1973. all of these universities, with the exception of 
FAMU. were awarding more A's than C's. 

FSU's percentage of A's went from around 24 per cent of its 
total grades for spring quarter. 1969, to around 32 per cent for 
spring. 1973. dropping slightly to around 32 per cent spring. 
1974. 

The report explores the possibility that higher grades are 
the product of better qoa^ied students, oondudhig that this 
is not the case. Using the FloridalTwielflh Grade Test as a 

yardstick, the report shows that r.iean scores of incoming 
freshmen at three universities (FSU. USF and FTU) had gone 
down in recent years, not up. 

FSU's mean score fell from 404 in 1%9 to 375 in 1973. The 
University of Florida, however, which reported median scores 
instead of mean scores, showed an increase from 414 to 421 
during the same years. 

Why has there been an upward trend in grading? The 
report admits that "statements reflecting causative rela-

The report recommended comtinuing present grading 
practices while exploring alternate grading systems, it did not 
conclude that the trends in grade 'giving it reported were 
necessarily bad. nor that a return to stricter grading would 
improve any student's education. -

Ford signed a Presidential 

Proclamation increasing oil 

import fees $3 a barrel by 
April 1. The tax will drive up 
the price of gasoline by at 
least three cents a gallon. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Ncssen said. 

The President called on the 
Democratic-controlled Con- 
gress, where loud sentiment 
has been expressed in favor 
of gasoline rationing instead 



of a fuel tax. to act quicUy to 
he\p save the American 
eooDomy and national secur- 
ity. 

Ford said his ptodaraatioo 
was *'the Bnt step down the 
long and Micnk road toward 
regaining ov energy free- 
dom." 

Ford's decision would put 
a $1 tax on each barrel of 
imported crude oil in 
February. $2 in March and $3 
starting in April and would 
drive up the price of almost 
every petroleum product in 
addition to gasoline. 

Congressional Democrats, 
however, are already pro- 
ceeding with moves to hold 
up the President's order.

Senate votes down 'Bill of Rights' resblution

FSU's Student Senate 
vetoed a resolution calling for 
"the endorsement of the 
nrcpts embodied in the Bill 
,,f Rights of the U.S. 
( onstitution" in Wednesday 
niyht s regular session. 

Kijccted by a one-vote 
maryin. the resolution would 
ha\f pressed the Senate's 
Molent objection to any law 
or practice that may abridge 
our basic freedoms." 

The proposal was a result 
of last week's appeal for 
support by the Senate of 
Young Socialist Alliance 
(YSA) member Dave Bouf- 
fard. 

Bouffard was arrested 
Nov. 29 in Frenchtown and 
charged with solicitation 

without a license. Following 
the arrest, YSA members 
were informed that to secure 
a permit, they would have to 



provide a list <tf an nembers 

of 4he group. 

Many Senators expressed 
concern that the resolution 

might be interpreted as an 
endorsement of the YSA's 
political beliefs. 

In other action, the Senate 
passed a resolution in 
support of the creation of a 
Bachelor of General Studies 
(BGS) Degree at FSU. The 



BGS concept is currently 
being considered by tbe 
Faculty Senate Steering 
Committee. 

Also passed by the Senate 
was a proposal calling for 
support of tlie extensloD of 
the drop period thtougb tbe 
sixth week off classes. The 
resolution urges the Faculty 
Senate to approve the 
extension and asks that the 



period for refunding of fees 
be lengthened lo the end of 
the fee payment period. 

The Senate placed three 
referenda on the ballot of the 
Feb. 5 primar\ election. 
Those which receive favor- 
able reaction from students 
will be considered for further 
action by the Senate.

Suicide and t/ie criminaily insane

The thought of suicide usually appalls 
anyone living under normal circum- 
stances. For patients in the Forensic 
Unit, it is sometimes a tempting 
aiteniative to captivity. 

The highly depressed patient finds no 
relief in his cold institational 
sufrovndisgs to feelings of helptessness 
and abandonment. He feels cast ti^ a 
Hmbo from which he will never escape. 

He can turn to the doctors ft>r help, but 
he may have to wait for lome time. The 



Forensic Unit employs only three 
psychiatrists who must divide tbdr time 
between three hundred patients. 

He might discuss bis problems with an 
aide, but most of the aides woilting in the 
UB^ Kve in the rural areas near the 
hos{rital and have little understanding of 
either criminality or insanity, both 
being, until ro^ently. largely urban 
phenomena. the severely de- 

piessed patient. L is a foregone 
conclusion that'i he can expect no 
sympathy from jmost aides. The older 
cveer aide is « tough and suspicions

Uddy's lust 

(ZNS) G. Gordon Liddy 
apparently has a thing about 
Nazi Germany.

Following 
the program, Anderson 
states, Liddy stood up 
enraptured and addressed 
the audience In German.

He has bcMi iknmn over b«y 
walls, attacked with table legs, had guns 
wh itod in his direction, and 
even been held hostage in 
attempts. Ijle is often hostile 
towards tlw ptMmA «r« at best, 
Indifferent. 

The suicidal paticpt looks to his fellow 
patients for guidanicc and finds more 
hopelessness and a host of insoluablc 
problems. Either h([' resigns himself to 
his depression or hejbegins hoarding his 
tranquilizers by noit swallowing them 
and waits until h^^ has a sufficient 
amount to kill a man. 

Nick IS highly suicidal. 1 did not know 
it w hen 1 was first assigned to his ward. 
He is a thirty-five year old man serving 
four concurrent life ^ntences for raping 
five women. ^ 

Soon after I had f^rst spolien to NiciL, 
he offered to sell nle a hook, whidi I 
refused. Most of the batients earn a little 
spending money by ^'hustling'* (selling 
cigarettes, canned s<^ driniis, etc.) Nick 
sells books. | 
He warned me th^t 1 would not have 



another chance to buy the book becawse 
he was leaving the next dav I asked 
where he was gomg and he told mc not to 
worry abt>ut it. I didn't. 

The ne.xl dav when I came an dutv, 
Nick was gone. He was in the mfinnar) 
rect)vering from a massive tut r l ^^of 
barbituates. Another patp ' 
discovered his condition betorc it a as;,*, 
late, and at 2 a.m. he was rushed to the 
infirmary where his stomach was 
pumped clean of the drug 

During his absence. I checked Nick s 
records and found a series of suicide 
episodes beginning in his lau 
adolescence. Nick had been in and out of 
mental hospitals since he was nine vears 

When he returned to the ward, we 
spoke. He told me that his parents had 
* 'dumped*' him on the state when the> 
begaii having difficulty dealing with his 
emotional problems. Nick and his family 
lived in New York during his early 
hospitalization.

At the age of seventeen. 
Nick stole a car and was 
confined to a forensic unit in 
New York where his sakide 
attempts began and soon 
became frequent. 

'*They had pal ae hi m 
isolated room tkat was 
completely empty, so f 
couldn't use anything to do 
n>sclf in/' Nick said. ''I 
woold have drowned myself 
in the commode if there had 
bi't-n one In the room." He 
lold mc that a guard had to 
stand b> him every time he 
Has given liquids to make 
sun he didn't inhale the fluid 
into his lungs. 

Nick was released when 
still in his early twenties. It 
was then that he raped five 
women in the state of 
Florida. He was sentenced to 
four life sentences and 
served several years in 
Raiford prison. Behaviorial 
problems there forced the 
state to confine Nick in the 
I orcnsic Unit. 

Nick is an institutional 

person. Excluding his early 
childhood, he has not spent 
more than a year at one time 
on the outside. He adapted to 
his captivity by developing a 
\nracious appetite tor books. 
Nick also writes constantly. 
He says it is his only therapy. 
Giving his vague anxieties a 
clear and understandable 
form on paper is the only 
thing, he says, that has kept 
him alive this kmg. 

A month later, Nick 
allowed me to borrow his 
notebook and photostat his 
papers. Most of his writing is 
in the form of correspon- 
dence with his psychiatrist, 
^^ho periodically read and 
discussed the letters with 
Nick. The following is a 
series of passages selected 
from his writings:

CBS NEWSMAN DAN RATHER held a press conference in the crowded 
f^ewsroom of the Rambeau Friday and discussed the role of the press. Later, 
Rather was accorded three standing ovatwns in Ruby Diamond Auditonum as 
guest of the University Lecture Series.

Veteran CBS newsman Dan Rather said he 
considers Gerald Ford's performance to date 
as generally good and chided students to 
* 'give a damn" in a 53-minute speech in Ruby 
Diamond Auditorium Friday night. 

Rather, who became a Watergate character 
in his own right by his incisive and sometimes 
biting commentary on the Nixon scandals, 
said that the only blot on Ford's record so far 
was his premature pardon of Nixon. 

"One of the things that puzzles me is 
Ford's pardon decision, which he made so 
quickly and so irrcvcKably. " Rather said, 
"rm not here to argue w hether it w as right or 
wrong to pardon Nixon, but in terms of the 
public's perception of Ford — honest . open — 
it was a mistake of no small proportion. It was 
the timing and the way he did it." 

While giving Ford high marks in other 
areas. Rather said that the time of reckoning 
of the Ford Administration is fast 
approaching. 

"The Ford Administration has thus far 
been prone to drift rather ^)than make 
decisions." Rather said. "But we now find 
ourselves faced with crises of historic 
proportions. If he isn't careful and dtH'sn't 



reverse this tren^, he runs the danger of 
having public opinion perceiving the 
administration as i'amiably inept.*** 

Rather said hit finds the state of the 
economy as the salient issue in the concerns 
of the American [people. He also warned 
graduating studenjts oi the implications of this 
recession. j 

"The job situation is tough, and h will 
remain tough," jtathcr said. "It may get 
tougher. What w6*re into is not just another 
recession. j 

"One reason thjat things are so bad is that 
our political te|Klership — the Nixcm 
Administration, ^he Ford Administration, 
and our DenKxrattcontrolled Congress — for 
too long wouldn't iface up to the fact that we 
were in a recession.

"If you have it i[i your mind that what we 
have here is just a[nother slight downturn. I 
suggest you're wipng." Rather coined that 
the recession is ijnextricably linked to the 
w«>rtd-wide probleifis of 'wcr-population. lack 
of ftxid. and fti; j c.

NHW YORK — Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller said Sunday the CIA probably did 
engage in illegal domestic surveillance and 
that his commission would find out who 
authorized it and why. 

Rockefeller said the special commission he 
chairs to investigate the CIA must first 
determine if there was domestic spying, and 
added "I think we are going to find the 
answer is yes." 

"What we want to do is find out who were 
they, how extensive and who authorized it. 
And was this a direct Presidential or attorney 
general order and what were the reasons for

"There are some indica- 
tions that PTE funding-type 
formulae place pressure on 
departments to attract stu- 
dents or at least not scare 
them away, in order to sur- 
vive as a viable unit within 
the university." Good said. 

Good said that it was also 
possible that some faculty 
felt compelled to lower their 
standards and grades in or- 
der to obtain better scores on 
their SIRS forms. 

* 'Especially when tenure 
and promotion quotas be- 
come more evident in the 
SUS and more emphasis is 
placed on teaching by the 
BOR, many faculty may have 
the tendency to consider 
lowering standards as a way 
to survive," Good said.

For aU those studeirts who have had to drive 
through the maze of barricades and detours 

associated with the widening of West Pensacola, 
the end is in sight. And none too soon. 

According to Department of Transportation 
engineer Bill Lee, the state will complete its 
four-laning of Pensacola from Appleyard Dr. to the 
western approach of the bridge by Campbell 
Stadium in three or four months. 

However, even though the danger and 
aggravation caused by the current construction will 
be gone, students and community members will 
still be faced with some tricky automobile 
maneuvering when tooling down Pensacola. 

A million-dollar project to four-lane the 
Pensacola bridge has been delayed up to four years 
because of the unexpected lag in state gasoline 
funds. 

This means that, at the bridge approach, four 
lanes will suddenly merge into two lanes and give 
flMitorists a chance to display their driving ability. 

•'No doubt about it, it's going to back up traffic, ** 
Lee said, and he also admitted that currently 
traffic is always a mess in the mornings and late 
afternoons, even without a four-lane feeder road to 
the bridge. 

To accommodate the two-lane bridge, planners 
will taper the four lanes so that the outside lanes 
wiU have to yield to the inside lanes. 

Lee said that the four-laning of the bridge has 
high priority, but the funds are just not available. 
**lt's just one of those evils we are going to have to 
live with until we can finance it," he said. 



It is rather ironic that the state has now created a 
worse problem than the one it originally intended to 
solve. And once again members of the Tallahassee 
community will suffer and have to learn to live with 
a bad situation simply because ctf poor planning.

Anyway. I'd like to reprint parts of the letter here, to allow 
you whatever vicarious pleasure you may attain by wallowing 

in my ego. 

The letter started off w ith the author identifying himself as 

This, ' he said, "should close your 
mind and bias your opinions quickly." 

He went on to thank us for "biased and petty articles" on 
the Greek system.

While he lacks Leo 
Kottke*s virtuosity, he is a 
much better songwriter. 
**Gcncsis", the opening cut, 
is surely one of the most 
beautiful tuAes that Kaukon- 
en has ever recorded. 

Be forewarned that 
"OUAH" is an acoustic 
album and much less 
blues-oriented than the early 
Hot Tuna. Unfortunately, 
two cuts feature Kaukonen 's 
old pal Tom Hobson on 
vocals; they are deathly in 
nature, particularly the 
forty ish and campy Sweet 
Hawaiian Sunshine**. 

Now, about that c^scure 
album I purchased a year or 
so ago ... if you read this 
column you will probably 
recall my mentioning it 
several times previously. 

The Phosphorescent Rat", 
by Hot Tuna, is still sitting in 
the bins in all your local 
record stores. It deserves, as 
much as does "QUAH", to 
be considered Jorma Kau- 
kaunen's solo album. 

The album combines an 
uplifting personal outlook ( * * I 
Saw the Light**) with that 
same guitar that powered the 
old Airplane back when the 



"San Francisco Sound" 
dominated the airwaves. 
**The Phosphorescent Rat" 
is. for this writer, the best 
album ever to come from the 
Airplane -Starship- Tuna 
complex, and that's saying a 
lot considering the material 
generated there. 

To be truthful. Jorma 
Kaukonen has something on

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Union Board reverses 

i 

prior space decision

Reversing two previous decisions by its i|Mice committee, 
(he Union Board voted by a six to four margin yesterday to 
grant the Seminole Publications FoundatioB, Inc. space in the 
University Union. 

In overruling the earlier mandates, the Board gave The 
Seminole access to Room 312 for the establishment of a 
lassificd advertisement department. 

Board Chairperson Peter Thall opposed the move and 
Jcnicd c harges by Robert Kimmel. director of Recreation and 
leisure Services, that inconsistencies were involved in the 
board's action. 

"Kimmel has said that our actions at the last three 
meeiin^^s were inconsistent," Thall said. "We are not here 
because I believe this to be true, but because Kimmel 
indicated that if we did not reconsider he would veto the 
standing decision of the Board.** 

Thall raised the possibility of i conflict of interest on the 
part of Board member and Director of Internal Control Ernest 
Williams. Williams admitted that Seminole editor Lance 
Paskewich had come to his office two weeks ago on the 
recommendation of local businessman E.C. Allen. 

We talked about a number of things," Williams said. 
But, 1 said then that I couldn't be involved because of a 
.onflict of interest or the appearance of a conflict of interest . ' ' 

Deriving allegations that he had agreed to act as accountant 
for tin Semin»)le. Williams said, **l did contact Rick Johnson 
I Flambeau General Manager) about getting a chart of 

counts from him. 1 was just doing it as a gesture of 
assistance. " 

W illiams was permitted to vote in the proceedings and later 
voted to render the requested space. 

"I think that enlightened people like to get differing points 
of view and that the competition will stimulate both to a higher 
level of quality," he said. 

A.J. Overstreet voted against the allotment of space to The 
Seminole. He claimed. **We don*t want to set a precedent for 
others. 

**To grant space to a superfluous second newspaper is an 
infringement of the rights of other space-seeking groups," 



Overstreet said. **This would mean the end to smaller 
organizations which, I believe, provide better services.*' 

John Avery charged that Kimmel was "very much in favor 
of granting space to The Seminole. 

"The Union Board must be allowed to be an independent 
and democratic body." he said. **Last year, it was decided 
that The Flambeau should be moved oi:t of the UnicMi. It 
doesn't make sense to let The Seminole in now,** 

Avery added that space committee guidelines would be 
violated if space for The Seminole was approved. Guidelines 
fornuilated Jan. ~! stipulate that "groups with other assigned 
facilities would not be considered for permanent Union 
Space." 

Yet, according to Paskewich, The Seminole is moving into 
quarters in Building 250 Mabry Heights. 

University Space Committee Chairperson Bill Hodge 
authorized a poll of the members early last week to 
"determine their philosophy concerning the allocating of 
space to The Seminole.*' 

The usual procedure for the allocation of space by the 
committee is the formal consideration of a request appearing 
on its agenda. No space committee meeting was held last 
week. 

"The question asked the members was simply 'do you favor 
letting The Seminole use Building 250 in Mabry Heights

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Union Board reverses 
prior space decision

Reversing two previous decisions by its ^Mce committee, 
the Union Board voted by a six to four margin yesterday to 
grant the Seminole Publications FoundatioD, Inc. space in the 

University Union. 

In overruling the earlier mandates, the Board gave The 
Seminole access to Room 312 for the establishment of a 
classified advertisement department. 

Bo.ird Chairperson Peter Thall opposed the move and 
diriied charges bv Rt)bcri Kimmel, director of Recreation and 
Uisiire Services, that inconsistencies were involved in the 
Board's action. 

• Kimmel has said that our actions at the last three 
mcetm^s were inconsistent," Thall said. **We are not here 
because I believe this to be true, but because Kimmel 
indicated that if we did not reconsider he would veto the 
standing decision of the Board/* 

Thall raised the possibility of a conflict of interest on the 
part of Board member and Director of Internal Control Ernest 
Williams. Williams admitted that Sennnole editor Lance 
Paskewich had come to his office two weeks ago on the 
recommendation of local businessman E.G. Allen. 

"We talked about a number of things," Williams said. 

But, 1 said then that I couldn't be involved because of a 
onflict of interest or the appearance of a conflict of interest 

Denving allegations that he had agreed to act as accountant 
tor the Seminole.

Avery added that space committee guidelines would be 
violated if space for The Seminole was approved. Guidelines 
formulated Jan. "7 stipulate that "groups with cnher assigned 
facilities would not be considered for permanent Union 
Space." 

Yet. according to Paskewich, The Seminole is'^moving into 
quarters in Building 250 Mabry Heights. 

University Space Committee Chairperson Bill Hodge 
authorized a poll of the members early last week to 
"determine their philosophy concerning the allocating of 
space to The Seminole." 

The usual procedure for the allocation of space by the 
committee is the formal consideration of a request appearing 
on its agenda. No space committee meeting was held last 
week.

THE FRONT APPROACH of historic Westcott 
Building on FSU's eastern end will soon open its 
doors again. The building, which was gutted by a fire 
in 1969, will house FSU administrative offices when 
Its renovation is finished in April. 



FSU's Westcott Build- 
ing, a campus and 
Tallahassee landmark for 
65 years, will once again 
*^cconic the administra- 
tive center of the 
university when it opens 
its (k)ors in mid-April. 

Gutted by a fire in April 
1%9. the building has 
undergone extensive re- 
novations since the fall of 
1972. The total cost of the 
operation has exceeded 
$2.5 milhon. 

The most severe damage 
inflicted by the fire 
occurred in the north 
wing, where only the 
outer wall was left intact. 
For months the Florida 
Legislature contemplated 
the economic and archi- 
tectural consequences of 
razing the structure. 

Restoration of the 
existing structure was 
declared the most viable 
course of action. Accord- 
ing to James Bullard. the 
Department of Planning, 
Research, and Systems, 
there was never any 
question of what would be 



done. 

Westcott is so deep in 

tradition." he said.

The new look in 

Westcott is an air> one. 
Two large staircases 
ascend ftqm the outer 
lobby to tlije second level. 
The walls, painted purple 
at the architect's sugges- 
tion, face repainting in 
another color in the near 
fixture. A modernistic 
light sculpture hangs 
pretentiously in the outer 
lobby. 

The basement of West- 
cott has been designated 
as the quarters for 
Internal Ajuditing. while 
the Comptroller, current- 
ly situated! in the PS/A 
Building, ^ill occupy the 
entire first'floor. 

Administrative heads 
will be located on the 
second floor, north and 
south wings. A large 
conference room adjoins 
the President's 22 by 
38-foot office. Both are 



carpeted in deep purple. 

Easily accessiMe to the 
President's office is a 

spiral staircase which 
extends down from the 
third to first floors. 

Built during the riots of 
the late sixties, the 
stairwas was originally 
designated as an emer- 
gency escape stair. How - 
ever, according to one 
admuiistrator. it win be 
used to faciliute "intern- 
al communication.** 

Provosts will occupy 
thifd floor suites, while 
Planning. Research and 
Systems and Physical 
Planning will have fourth 
floor office space. 

According to Terry 
Denham. Administrative 
Assistant of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, the 
administrative shift from 
PS/A to Westcott will 
compound campus park- 
ing woes.

The ctrculatlofi of petitions is not a rarity in 

university communities, with often as many as two 
or three being passed around at the same time. 
Students and facuhy members tend to ignore what 
may be a worthwhile petition simply because of 
sheer numbers. 

However, there is one petition which is now 
beginning to circulate around the FSU campus 
which merits both serious consideration and 
support. 

Last week. Student Body presidential candidate 
J.D. Schmeck was disqualified by Elections 
Commissioner Linda Bassett for not meeting the 
2.0 grade point average required of all elected SG 
officials. Bassett*s ruling was later upheld by the 
Student Supreme Court when Schmeck appealed 
the decision to the Court. 

Yet, to his credit, Schmeck has not given up his 
aspirations for the office of president. 

After the Supreme Court ruling, Schmeck 
announced that he will circulate a petition calling 
for the abolition of the 2.0 requirement. Schmeck 
has the support of his former party, Ahead, 
something he will desperately need if he hopes to 
secure the 2,000 signatures necessary tp invalidate 
the statute stipulating a 2.0 average. 

However, even if Schmeck is successful in 
gaining the 2,000 signatures, he will not be eligible 
for the primary election. Instead, a resolution will 
be placed on the ballot and students will vote on 
whether or not the 2.0 requirement should be kept. 

It has repeatedly been shown that grades provide 
a poor measure for judgment of an individual's 
ability. And, in these days of political corruption, it 
may be more appropriate to require a candidate to 
give proof of his or her honesty before he or she 
becomes an eligible contender. 

If students are registered at the university, then 
they should be allowed to participate in all 
functions and activities. 

We urge everyone to sign the petition and vote 
for a resolution which would eliminate the 
ridiculous grade requirement. 
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A distorted analysis of fact 



I am writing this column in reference to Gary Griffin's 
"Whai s Right" columns on Jan. 16 and 23 respectively, in 
which Mr. Griffin proceeded to give the readers a father 
amateurish character assassination of Florida House Speaker 
Don Tucker. Don Tucker also represents, lest anyone forget, 
Leon County, which is the major population pocket in this 
district. Before anyone mistakes me for a Tucker zealot, 
however. I should state that I haven't even talked with him in 
a few months. 

1 do know that Gary Griffin makes some rather nasty 
allegations totally unsubstantiated by fact, and he also draws 
some ludicrous conclusions based on a somewhat distorted 
analysis of fact. The "methods which make libertarians 

shudder" and which were used to gain Mr. Tucker the 
speakership are in fact quite legitimate. It's called Politics, 
Legislature Style, which has propelled such worthy persons as 
Dick Pettigrcw. Terrell Sessums and Mallory Hornc into the 
Speakership. Don Tucker gained the confidence and support 
of an overwhelming majority of House members in getting 
there, including quite a few of Mr. Griffin's beloved Republi- 
cans. It would seem that Mr. Griffin omits this fact in 
discussing Mr. Tucker's so-called "hatred" of Republicans. 

If one looks at the large number of Republicans who lost 
Florida state-wide and legislative races this past November, 
as I'm sure Mr. Tucker has. then one might assume that the 
people of Florida who voted, a conservative constituency for 
the most part, issued an anti-GOP mandate to the state's 
leaders. In places like Orange County, supposedly a' GOP 
stronghold, a young college student ran for and Won a 
Legislative seat as a Democrat. In Republican Pir^ellas, 
Governor Askew won by a landslide. Even in Leon County, the 
Republicans did not see fit to oppose Don Tucker, and! their 
candidate in the other House seat, who was highly comj^tent 
by Republican standards, got swamped. If only another 
lOO.OOO Republicans had bothered to vote, we would probably 
have a highlv qualified Secretary of State, but they didn't, all 
of which makes me wonder whether or not the Republicans in 
this state have rolled over and died, with a few exceptions 
here and there. 

i^t this is about Don Tucker. As a lobbyist who got worried 
when the House wanted to double undergraduate tuition and 
tripje graduate tuition, during the past legislative session (a 
position strongly advocated by Mr. Griffin's friend, Repre 
sei^tative Robert Johnson of Sarasota, whom Don Tucker 
kicked off of the more powerful committees on which he used 
to serve). Don Tucker may well have been the key in beating 
that move to death with a speech opposing it on the floor. The 
Speaker also wrote the collective bargaining legislation which 
gives public employes the right to unionize in order to gain 
bcttlT working conditions, and got it through the House with 
minimal delay. This type of power and influence, when 
properly used to benefit the people, comes in handv, and is far 
more effective than often incompetent efforts of well-meaning 
do-dooders. who all too often make a farce out of the law- 



making process.

Yet as a solo performer, if 
"Out of the Storm" is any 
clue, he is merely wasting' 
time. Bruce needs capable 
partners who can help him 
create a more worthwhile 
product while restraining the 
narcissistic impdses. 

I took 'Out of the Storm" 
and turned off all but the 
bass. Last heard on Lou 
Reed's "How Do You Think 
It Feels?", it was still worthy 
of the name Jack Bruce. 
Unfortunately, the rest of the 
album wasn't.

'Bama Newton: 
New SEC breed 



(UPl) The upsurge in the Southeastern Conference got a 
real boost when the politicians quit standing in the doorway. 

Alabama coach CM. Newton symbolizes the new SEC. 
Newton starts five blacks on the top-ranked basketball team in 
the SEC and you had to be around here a decade ago to realize 
how big a change that represents. 

About the same time that Gov. George Wallace was 
blocking the doorway at the University of Alabama, the SEC 
basketball champions had to sneak out of Starkville, 
Mississippi in the dead of night to get to the NCAA playoffs. 

Mississippi State won three straight SEC cage titles but 
turned down NCAA bids the fhrst two times because some of 
the other playoff teams had black players. Coach Babe 
McCarthy, never fearful to do battle, defied the Mississippi 
legislature the third time and State lost to predominantly 
black Chicago-Loyola in its ffarst-round NCAA game. 

That's all history now. SEC basketball is now cokMr-bltnd, 
and on the highest plateau in its 43-year history. 

Which brings us to CM. Newton, a player on the Kentucky 
team which won the NCAA national championship in '51, has 
led Alabama from last to first in the SEC in the seven seasons 
he has been the Crimson Tide coach. 

Newton had spent 12 years coaching at Transylvania 
College in Kentucky, a schot)! whose name brings to mind 
dark castles more than basketball. He attracted attention at 
Alabama by coaching the Tide's freshmen to a 16-4 record 
while working on his doctorate in Tuscaloosa. 

His first three seasons at Alabama were nothing to write 
home about, 4-20, 8-18 and 10-16, but CM. Newton kept 
(Hrecficting things were gmng to get better, and th^ did. 

Alabama, still better known for its football, has the best 
basketball record in the SEC over the past three seasons. The 
Crimson Tide went 18-8, 22-8 (NIT senuiiiwlist), and 22-4 
(SEC co-champion) the past three seasons, and is 12-2 and 
ranked no. 6 nationally so far this season. 

Last season was a disappointing one for Alabama and 
Newton despite that 22-4 mark. The Tide missed the NCAA 
playoffs because co-champ Vanderbilt beat Alabama twice 
during the regular season, and was blocked from the NIT as 
host team of the NCAA Mideast regionals. 

**We're a better team this season," said Newton. "We've 
got more experience, more basketball know-how. Those 
losses to Vanderbilt — first by one point, then by two — we 
could have and should have won.**

WASHINGTON — President Ford and congressioiiftl 

leaders agreed Tuesday to find a compromise on a^ioa to 

ease the recession and the energy shortage. 

The spirit of compromise came a week after Ford used such 
words as "nitpicking," "irresponsible politicking." 
and "diddling and dawdling" to describe criticism of his 
economic-energy program in the Democratic-contoUed 
Congress. 

White House Press Secretary Ron Nessen, who attended 
the meeting of Ford and congressional leaders, quoted Ford 
as saying, "We are trying to be reasonable."

lecting by federal tax agents. 
The order was directed to 
personnel in many of the 
IRS ' s 58 district offices whose 
sole job has been to track 
down confidential informa- 
tion on certain persons.

Effects of group 
sex disclosed 



WASHINGTON — Contrary to pofwUr belief, the great 
majocity of "swinging" husbands and wives are other- 
wise normal couples who report that group sex has 
improved their marriages, according to a Catifomia 
sociologist. 

Brian G. Gilmartin. a former teacher at California State 
University in Humboldt, reported in the last issue ol Psy- 
chology Today magazine on a survey of 100 swinging and 
100 nons\^ inging couples in Los Angeles and San Francis- 
co in 1^)70-71 . 

"The swingers, particularly the husbands, consist ently 
reported a higher level of marital happiness and adjust- 
ment." including an improvement in their sex lives at 
home, Gilmartin said. 

"More than half the swinging couples have sex together 
more than four times a week, compared to only 1 6 per cent 
of the control nonswinging couples,** he said. 

"Many of the swingers reported that rather than 
dampening their ardor for each other, their swinging ad- 
ventures often caused an arousal of sexual interest. They 
often engaged in sex together imn^iately after returning 
home from a swinging party.**

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Do grades really 
reflect quality 



If the percentage of C grades at universities 
around the country is dwindling in favor of higher 
grades, does this mean: (a) the quality of higher 
educatioii is pluRiineting; (b) today's students 
deserve higher grades; (c) professors are afraid of 
their students and are trying to mollify them; (d) 
higher grades attract more students and therefore 
more PTE dollars: or (e) none of the above. 

The only correct answer is "who cares.** 

Only if you believed that grades are a true 
measure of educational progress could you mourn 
the ^erosion of the C grade. * Only tf the threat of 
bad grades were a true motivator for learning — 
instead of an incentive for cramming and cheating 
— could you conclude that the inflati<Hi of the A 
grade is a major educational tragedy. 

The Board of Regents' study on grade trends 
released in December (and reported in the 
Flambeau last week) concludes that so-called 
grade-inflation is only one part of what critics of 
higher education consider to be a pattern of decline 
in the quality of college education. The same critics 
who urge a return to a higher percentage of F's also 

fault the time-shortened degree (includiiig credit 
by examination), the open university, the 
"retreat" from final examinations in favor of 
projects, etc., and credit for off-campus activities, 
the report says. 

But the report also notes an of^iosing position, 
which sees the traditional system as "a barrier to a 
more effective and realistic evaluation <^ student 
imgress m the classroom." 

There is no reason to believe that the way things 
have always been done is the best way and that any 
change in the direction of liberalization is part of a 
process of decay. The old must dwindle if the ne^ is 
to take its place. 

To return to our original qpiestion, we would 
propose an ahemate answer numerated (iqipro- 
priately)(f): perhaps more and more professors are 
amply losi^ faith in the value of die grading 
Sjfstem and are opting in favor of arbitrary A's and 
B's instead of arbitrary C*s. 
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The following represents a compendium of topics which are 
worthy of deliberation, space and time for which are not 
allowed wfthin the confines of this column. Nevertheless, thp 
observations below should be mentioned regardless of coii- 
elusion or solution. 

•The same crowd at Boston University that chanted with 
Angela Dj^vis now refuses to hear Ronald Ziegler speak. The 
superficial excuse is that his fee was too high. But the real 
reason w ts probably stated by a dean who, upon being inter- 
viewed by CBS, held that it would be a travesty to allow a min 
such as Ziegler, who rubbed elbows with those who 
suppoisedl^ subverted the (constitution, speak at tlie 
university. That, dear friends, from the people who advanced 
the cause of men such as Bobby Seale. Freedom ^ 
expressicHi, one must assume, is a privilege reserved only ft^ 
those who would subvert the coBstftutkm 6omthe left. 

• If you are one of the one hundred million people suffering 
from pathetic mail delivery, you might wonder why the over- 
burdened U.S. Postal Service is now advertising on the tube. 
Could it be that, if we all get together and write to grandma, 
our payment to Master Charge will arrive on time? It doesn't 
seem to b^ a logical conclusion. However, the postal service 
has never been prone to logical explanations for late 
del iveries. Occasionally you will hear of the mailman who was 
arrested for hiding two tons of mail in his attic, but that type of 
fellow deserves a pat on the back for confounding the 
collection iigencies. 

•Governor* Askew has pulled out the stops in an attempt to 
curb state spending. His noble cutback on inaugural funds 
was just so much political propaganda. While telling others to 
cut back in staffing, he is lining the governor's office with 

extremely over-paid advisors and staffers — more than 
off-setting the savings of five inaugurals. By the way, has 
anyone else noticed the difference in the governor's speech 
when he is out of the state? While at the mini-convention in 
Kansas City, he spoke like a latter day William Jennings 
Bryan, whipping the audience into a frenzy. Yet when public- 
ly speaking in Florida, he comes across as "good ol' Rube, " 
the crackerfrmn the panhandle. My guess is he's out to prove 
Lincoln a Har. 

•This week's Wallace Award, for abaunl over-simplifica- 
tion, goes to Rep. Ray Mattox who, ooounenting «■ Sep.

stability would result. 

Unfortunately, this whole 
idea is predicated on the 
assumption that the elector- 
ate really knt»v. s what the hell 
the office-holder is doing. 
There is a lime-lapse betw een 
the office-holder's actions 
and ti^ electorate's know- 
ledge of his actions. The 
Watergate sttuatioii serves as 
a retevant eiample of this 
idea. 

Another problem with 

failing to restrict office- 
holders t o a 1 i m ited number of 
terms is the failure te allow 

new voices and new ideas to 
permeate the stable, conser- 
vative government. If we 
refuse to allow new ideas to 



permeate the political envir- 
onment, we cannot possibly 
sec the necessary and 
dvnamic changes desired by 
the electorate from their 
government. Therefore, the 
two-term restriction is a 
necessary safeguard to insure 
that the government is 
responsible to the people.

Also, 
there IS small solace in our not 
being much worse than the 
other state universities. 

Whv has the Florida State 
I'nivcrsity faculty tolerated, 
and. in varymg degrees, 
ccxjperatcd in this decline in 
accountability? (1) Integrity 
is costly. Individual profes- 
sors who refused to * *play the 
bawdy game'' receive social 
and financial penalties which 
they can ill afford. (2) 
Institutional guidelines for 
accountability are counter- 
produ tive. State of Florida 
aceoumability requirements 
base on workloads (FTEs in 
the University System). 
Depanment of Administra- 
tion guidelines define effici- 
ency and effectiveness but do 
not require that State 
agencies use such yardsticks. 
People with low enrollments 
•n classes are punidied even 
though they may be trying to 
maintain standards vis a vis 
others who find it nccessi^ry to 
maximize FTEs for shortrun 
uains. Others with heavy 
^^*^rkloads and high student 
enrollments are penalized for 



trying to maintain standards 
which will make the student 
more efTective in a difficult 
job market and preserve 
higher education in the 
long run. (3) Under the 
conditions mentioned above, 
atomistic competition among 
faculty members in the 
current faculty job market is 
catastrophic. Even those 
professors who have had time 
and support in proving their 
academic competence are 
powerless. 

The present system ex- 
ploits students, taxpayers, 
parents and state agencies as 
well as faculty members and 
their families. Expected 
returns from competent and 



vices do not accrue. Society 
crumbles while the Board of 
Regents fiddles. Why doesn't 
the BOR abolish letter 
grading and go to a pass-fail 
system if grading is going to 
have limited meaning? Why 
don't they set up a university 
system standard examination 
system to find out how well 
students have achieved in 
various disciplines? Why 
don 't they do follow-up.on job 
placement and alumni feed- 
back after graduates have had 
experience in work to help 
establish content relevancy? 
Why don't we all quit 
pretending and do something 
constructive to preserve and 
strengthen higher education?

ARTICLE 



CAMPUS TRAFFIC COURT 



SecHon 1: JudicUil Power 

There shall be a campus traffic court whose jurijsdiction, duties, and procedures shall 
be as provided for by law. ^ 

Section 2: Composition 

A. Presiding Officer: There shall be a Chief Justice who shall be: 

1. A law student of at least junior standing. | 

2. The presiding judge in all Traffic Court prcjceedings and shall perform all duties 
incumbent upon such office as provided byi law. 

B. Members: The members of the Traffic Court phall be as provided by law. 

Section 3: Elections 

A. The Chief Justice of the Traffic Court, except Writhe first term of the court, shall be 
elected by a majority vote of the Student Bocjy Ivoting in the Fall Quarter Student 
Body Elections. The first term Chief Justice shall be appointed by the President of 
Student Body and confirmed by a majority vote of the Student Senate. 

b. The selection process of the members of the Traffic Court shall be as provided by

flomosoxualitv and sexual assault arc nearly as wide- 
spread a problem in the Forensic Unit as they are in the 
siau- s torreitional facilities. 

It IS ditficuli for the unit's administrators to curb this 
I tivitv Nearly all of the patients have spent months, 
. vi\ years, in the state's prisons and county jails where 
homosexual behavior is at least tacitly approved of by 
corrections officials. 

Talking about Raiford to a group of patients on my 
ward. I am told that if I was imprisoned in the jail, I would 
become someone's "property** the Ivst day I arrived. 

^'Before yoa even reached ywm edi, un m t *wheel* 
Hould have abeady auMle the amuigements to make you 
his wife; the piilMit tdb me. A ''Wheel*' is an inmate 
whow uMicrtiM wilh the MaAa give hha statu mmd 
power wfltMn the priaM pepdhrtlaa. 

"A wheel can marry you or murder you whenever he 
likes." the patient adds. 

Although the coercion to participate in homosexual 
activity is not as forced in the Forensic Unit as it is in 
Raiford. it is understood among the patients that once a 
man has gotten a * 'reputation/* he must live up to it, or 
else. 

Three davs after our talk, a patient on my ward received 
a deep gash on his forehead for not living up to his reputa- 
tion. The patient, young and slightly retarded, was struck 
h\ a lart»e ring worn on the finger of another patient whose 
demands had been n fused. 

It is m»t only from his fellow captives that the patient 
learns to fear threats of violent coercion. Repeated infrac- 
tions of the rules of the unit, what the administration calls 
"failure to cooperate with the program/* may expose the 
patient to what can be gently described as the strong-arm 
tactics used by some aides. 

Ahhough physical punishment such as beating or 
''choking down'' (choking the patient until he has been 
subdued) have long been prohibited in the unit, numerous 
cases of alleged brutality were reported in the late sixties 
and ultimately led to legislative investigation. The

One evening a pi^nt on my ward went, at the risk of 
sounding trite, completely berserk. The patients call him 

J.D. and he is usually the most quiet and timid of the 
group. On this evening, however, he knocked over a fan 
and struck several aides before he was restrained. The 
aides placed handcuffs and shackles on J.D. and led him 
to "isolation." a small room which is bare except for a 
urine stained mattress and the frame it rests on. 

When J.D. returned a day later, bruises covered his 
entire bodv. For the next three days, he didn't speak a 
coherent word or move unless he was carried by other 
patients. The first evening he lay for three hours on the 
terrazo floor of the lounge trembling and making inarticu- 
late noises. His personality underwent a drastic change. 
He became completely abstracted, a "zombie,'* the other 
patients called hhn. 

During the next month that 1 woflied on J.D.*s ward, 
there was little improvement in his condition. He spoke 
more freely the last time 1 saw him, although his remarks 
remained "inappropriate.** 

^ few weeks later, I hni my aeeaad experience with en- 
forced cooperation. I was aas^ed to accompany a patient 
to the infirmarv , a separate building in the hospital com- 
plex, where he was being sent because of a bone fracture 
rtHei\ed while plaxing basketball in the vard. When a

After the patient was placed in bed. iie became 

belligerent with the nurses for no apparent [-eason. He 
began vellinu at them as they walked th^ hall and 
threatened i*) assault the head nurse if she v\ alied passed 
his r(H)m. His leg was broken, but the thrcatc,ned nurse 

e anvwav. 



decided to call the Forensic I nit for assistant 
Six strong aides arrived at the intlrmarv with 



shackles. They entered his room and restrained the 
patient to his bed. but he remained argument itive. The 
aides warned him to **shut up." He continued. At this 
point, the aides turned the lights out in the room and 
closed the door while I remained in the hall. Tht \ planned 
to work him over in the infirmary. 

When the nurses realized what was about to happen, 
they rushed to the room and ordered the forensk aides out 
into the hall. 

"\ don t care if v(^u all do it over there, bu we can't 
allow it her»\'" the head nurse warned them She told 
them thev would ha\e to take the patient b£ck to the 
Forensic Unit or leave him alone. He was taken I ack to the 
unit.

It was 6 p.m. whein we finished collecting the ast oi the 

patients and arrived at the ward. There w«e turenty-two 
in all. Even at the time. 1 realized an eleven-to one ratk> 
was dangerous incompetence on the part of riy super- 
visor. 

The instructor w as late. It was already 6:30 p.jn. and ihe 
was supposed to be there at 6 p.m. The patients were im- 
patient. 1 read sitting on a chair by the wall whije Brown, 
the other aide, stood washing his face in the bathroom 
with the doi^r open. | 

A patient approached the bathroom. He entered and 
shouted "let's go** in Brown*s face. Brown looked con- 
fused; he didn't know what was expected of him( it didn't 
matter because the patient tmmedhitely attacked him. 

I ran to the bathroom to h^ Brown but bemre I got 
there, sotnetfiihg heavy slimmed into me uU I was 

dragged backwards. Another patient had jumped me from 
behind. It was clear to me what was happening: the 
patients had organized an escape and planned to take us 

hostage. 

The fighting was "close-in:" there was no room to 
throw punches. We rocked each other into walls while the 
rest of the patients gathered to sec which way the tide 
would turn. 1 don't recall feeling fear during the struggle. 
Adrenaline was flowing and the only thing on my mind 
was survival. 

Everything seemed crystal clear. I remember scanning 
the entire scene with photographic accuracy. I saw Brown 
in the bathroom. He had l>een tossed into the metal prongs 
holding the roll of toilet paper. Blood trickled down Ins 
face from a superficial wound on his forehead. The si^t 
shocked my nervous system. 

It was happening too fast. I felt as though I was being 
swept along in a rushing stream with no control over my 
movement. I could see myself m the iMck seat of a car tra- 
velling west on highway 90. 

Then, as abruptly as the fight began, it was over. As If 
by prearranged plan, both patients released us. They 
turned to the other patients group<.-'^ around t|ie bath- 
room. The patient who had attackeJ Brown screamed 9

Apparently, the patients had no weapons They knew 
my super\ isor would be reluctant to open ihc d»H>rs unless 
he saw a knife or gun. An aide in a choke hold is not 
considered to be in immediate danger. The two patients 
had hoped the convincing spectacle of sheer numbers 
would change his mind. 

The others had decided that a month in maximum 
security was more likely than a successful escape. The 
attempt w as over. The room was cleared and the patients 
were returned to their wards. 

Three weeks later. I left my job in the Forensic Unit as a 
psychiatric aide and n^med to schocrf.

ATLANTA (UP!) Steve Bartkowski picked up the gauntlet 
Tuesday when the Atlanta Falcons made him the NFL s No 1 
draft choice in hopes the All- American quarterback can revive 
their long-lagging offense. 

'Tin looking forward to the challenge/* said the Uoiverstty 
of California star, who led all college passers last fiB. "I hope 
to bring a change of attHode. Tfam's ao rabstitiite lor 
wittBifig.* 

Bartkowski does Uct a chaHeiige. 

TheFalooM. 3-1 1 ia 1974 after going 9-5 m 1973. had the 
kmest scoring average in the NFL since World War II at 7.9 
pmnts per game. The Falcons also scored no touchdowns, in 
four games, and one or less touchdowns in 12 of 14 games. 

To be sure of getting the 22-year-old Bartkowski, the 
Falcons gave Baltimore star offense tackle George Kunz and 
the No. 3draftpick (used by the Colts to select offensive guard 
Ken Huff of North Carolina) 

"We had to get our offenseive going. " said Falcon Coach 
Marion Cambell. "When vou want something you have to 
give up something. I saw the coin toss in Miami. When it came 
up for Baltimore, I knew we had a shot at it (the No. 1 draft 
pick). 

The Falcons made a move to rebolster their offensive line 
Tuesday also when they acquired 270-pound offensive guard 
Larron Jackson from the Denver Broncos in exchange for little 
used defensive tackle Greg Marx, last year'sfifth round draft 

choice. 

Falcon President Frank Wall, the man who will have to 
negotiate Bartkowski's contract, pointed out that the addition 
of Tampa and Seattle to the NFL in '76 means "it could be five 
of six years before the Falcons have a chance at another 
quarterback, especially one of the caliber of Steve Bartkow- 
ski." 

The 6-foot-4, 215-pound Bartkowski won't come cheap. 
He'll be represented in contract talks with Wall by Wayne 
hfeirper, the Oakland attorney, who handled Jim Plunkett's 
contract with the New England Patriots. 

Bartkowski, making a brief visit to Atlanta before going on 
to New York and then back to California Tuesday, said 
Cambell telephoned him last Thursday morning to tell him the 
Falcons had acquired the No. 1 pick and were going to choose 
him. 

**I had been figuring for awhile that Atlanta was the place 
I'd probably wind up," said Bartkowski. "I knew Baltimore 
didn't need a quarterback and Dnflas (wludi used its No. 2 
pick to choose defensive fiBeman Rand^ White of Maryland) 
was i^ie^ioubie.

If the recommendation is accepted by the administration, 
the paper will officially take over Building 250. Editor Lance 
Paskewich confirmed last week that The Seminole had 
already moved into the structure. 

Committee members agreed **t& philosophy" that The 
Seminole should be allotted the 553 square feet space until 
more adequate space could be found on campus. Several 
members, however, questi<Hied the economic ramifications of 
the action. 

Stiulotit Body President David Aronofsky claimed that 
uranimg Ihe Seminole's request would be "setting an 
aulully unhealthy precedent. 

"I would never endorse a policy by which we give them 
spact at no cost at all." Aronofsky said. "It's bad business 
and this smacks to me of university support of an indepentent 
press." 

Aronofsky added that the move would be "unfair to The 
Flambeau which is paying for space." The Flambeau is 
currently paying $1.77 per square loot for Its baadkg on 
Woodward Ave. Joe Hiett, vice piesident of Educational 
Services, said that the committee "could not even talk about 
equal treatment" unless The Seminole passed through all of 
t^e same channels that were required of the Flaisbeau when it 
filed for space.

WASHINGTON — With the number of Americans getting 
federal fcKjd stamps reported up sharply in December, the 
House Agriculture Committee Wednesday stepped up a drive 
to block an administration ordered cut in stamp benefits for 
the needy. 

Informed sources disclosed that the number of people 
receiving stamps rose to more than 17 million — representing 
8 per cent of the population — in December, partly because of 
increasing unemployment.

Autonomy replaces dependence 



lt*s often Uie little things that lemind you that radical 
changes in the system are needed. 

Like the recurrence of an infection I had lately. Luckily I 
still had some of the medicine a doctor prescribed for the 

same type of infecticm a couple of years ago in the nnedicine 
cabinet. I used it — exactly as I had used it before — - aad 
sure enough, the infection went away. 

But what if I had used up the old prescription? It wasn't 
renewable. I uould have had to visit the doctor again, 
maybe paying i20 again (if I didn't go to the Health 
Center), just to obtain an innocuous substance to cure my- 
self. All I would have to do is show the doctor the infection 
and he'd say. 'Yup. that's it again and here's the prescrip- 
tion again.' I would have wasted time and money just 
because doctors have a monopoly on medical knowledge and 
prescription power. 

Granted, doctoring yourself <»n be dangerous. Drugs can 
have bad side effects and you can make gross errors ia diag- 
nosis. But doctors too niake mistakes in diagnosis. And 
often. I have found, the only bases for the prescriptions they 
give you are your answers to a few general questions (when 
the problem is a boot of flu, for instance). 

As long as the problem is a miiior one, anyone with a 
mininium education could learn how to ask — and answer — 
such questions themselves with a minimum of training. With 
a few pieces of equipment, you could also monitor duuiges in 
your body and its functions. 

The annoyance of paying doctor-pirates for doing things 
you could do as well for yourself was the little thing that 
reminded me. The needed radical change it reminded me of 
was the possibility of moving away from mass dependency 
and toward greater personal autonomy. 

Much of what you hire professionals to do for yo^ you 
could do just as well for yourself with a little practical educa- 
tion. You could doctor minor ills, know and monitor the 
changes in your body, give and receive from friends — 
basic psychological therapy, write your own oootracts aad 
wills, fix your own car, keep your own account books. Most 
of these tilings are no harder to learn than making ciothes 
or taking care of newborn infants, tfaio^ which many people 
figure out for themsehes with maybe a little help from 
books. 

What is lacking is the education. What is inhibiting the 
education is a combination of lack of imagination/initiative 
and the pressure of professionals and specialists who would 
no longer be able to extort exorbitant fees from people if the 
people socialized knowledge. 

Money isn't the only thing you could save if you did more 
things for yourself. You'd also save yourself from being at 
the mercy of elitist doctors who condescend to explain your ills 
and fraudulent mechanics who charge you for car repairs 
they didn't make. Since the work you did would be for your- 
self, you would naturally strive to do the best job possible. 





Yoo 
would also get arouad the problem of not being able to 
obtain the needed proiessiQiiai at the exact moment an 
emergency arises. 

And, maybe best of all, you would know you were ready, 
whatever happens, to take care of yourself and solve your 
own probleiRS, tnmmg catastrophies mto challenges.

Not everyone involved in 
the implementation of Action 
Form Two is happy with the 
program but "good will" 
(.nliniJt s !() prevail between 
ta.ulii' s at FSU and Florida 
AJcM as the fall deadline 
approaches. 

That ■ s the word from FSU's 
C(x)rdinator for Equafizing 
Educational Opportunity 
Russell Kropp, who admkted 
that the program **fBkf^ aot 
work for all" of the academic 
disciplines chosen. 

Action fixm Two, com- 
monly referred to as the joint 
degree program, was drawn 
up by the Board of Regents 
(BOR) in an effort to end 
segregation in Florida's State 
University System (SUS). 

Students in a number of 
FSl departments will be 
forced to take certain 
required courses at Florida 
AA:M. ostensibly beginning 
in the fall of next year. Kropp, 
however, expressed some 
doubt that the program could 
get off the ground before the 
spring quarter of 1976. 

All of the 16 departments 
involved in the program have 
made contact with Hieir 
counterparts and turned in 
initial reports, Kropp said. 

The main problem en- 
countered thusfar centers 
around the comparability of 
the programs. Apparently 
some of the disciplines under 
consideration are accredited 
on one campus and not the 
other, according to Kropp. 



"This could present certif- 
ication problems for the 
student." Kropp said. 

Sufficient strength in 
faculty and room space are 
also a concern. Kropp said. In 
some areas. Florida A&M 
doesn't have the resources to 
handle the iaflitz of FSU 
students, he

is one of those involved in the 
program, agreed and cited 
relative size as one of his 
department's chief worries. 

**At FAMU. there are two 
full-time and one part-time 
faculty teaching 200 majors in 
corrections," Czajkoski said.

logistics." 

Czajkoski added that he 
didn't "see some of these

According to Kropp, 
transportatioii costs incuned 
in flMving students between 
the two campuses three times 
a week for an average of two 
ooursM wiO be considerable. 



Differences in curriculum, 
different calendars and the 
combinahun of freshmen and 
juniors in the same classes are 
also problems that wiB have to 
be overcome, Kropp said. 

Action Form Two is 
presently under study by the 
Faculty Smiate.

Daybreak claims 'experience '

We will not have to spend months learning our jobs,** 

Visko's running mate, Debbie Pistana, said. 

Daybreak has also slated Ron Oark. Bill Jones. Stan 
Hvostik and Flo Queen for the Union Board positions to be 
decided in next week's SG primary. 

In advocating student rights and responsibilities. Daybreak 
hopes to lobby to prevent another tuition increase, to place a 
student on the Board of Regents, to increase state funds for 
education and to fund the construction of an rSU 
multi-purpose recreation complex. 

"The student member of tfie BM would probably be 
•Ppointed by Gw. Askew, which flugiit not be Ae ideal 
situation.** Visko said. **B«t one studeirt OB BOt if better 

than no student at all.*' 

In explaining Daybreak's efforts for a recreation complez 
on campus, Visko said that students t'must kibl^ for the 



passage of a resort tax.'* 

He also pointed out that it will cost the city of Tallahassee 
S25 million to construct a civic center, and predicted that a 
complex could be built at FSU for $10 million. 

Visko suggested that FSU. the University of Florida and 
Florida A&M University should lobby together for campus 
centers. 'Not only would the student benefit from such a 
complex, but it would help to attract recreation majors to 
FSU," he said. 

A student academic office is planned by Daybreak to 
provide a walk-in aid service for academic proMems, 
according to Pistana. 

The office will set op an aca demic ad vi s em ent program to 
provide stndeat-to-student assistance for academic 
counseling, pubfisfa a stmdaA cmuie evaluation booklet with 
iafbfmnte on prafesaors aad conies, and work for a viable 
student advisory committee in each academic department. 

**We also want to reform the present grade appeal system . * ' 
Pistana said. "As itsUnds now. there is no provision for the 
selection of a three-student board to hear the cases."

Mirage fighters 
sold to Egypt 

PARIS — Armament industry sources said Thursday France 
has agreed to sell Hgypt 44 of the latest model Mirage 
Hghtcr- bombers armed with a deadly new type of air-to-air 
missle. 

Israeli Ambassador Asher Ben-Nata condemned the arms 
deal concluded here by Egyptian President Anwar Sadat as 
likely to hurt Middle East peace chances. He charged in a 
newspaper interview that Egyptian pilots already have been 
training in France. 

The newspaper Le Monde stated that France had sold Egypt 
sitpersonk Mirages, which it has refused to sell to Israel since 
the 1967 war. The paper said President ^Valery Giscard 
Estaing's decision has put France on the side of the Arabs and 
further diminished France's influence in Israel. 

The Mirages, part of a larger order for France war material, 
will include 22 planes of the F19K50type, latest operation al 
Mirage and the F1M53 planes still in the protoype stage. 
Sources said Sadat has asked that the Mirages be armed w ith 
thelatest Matra Magicair-to-air missleswhich French military 
experts claim are the fastest and most accurate currently on 
Western weapon markets. 

Ratification of ERA 
predicted for Florida 



WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Ford Thursday gave 
some 100.000 young Ameri- 
cans another month to seek 
amnesty for evading military 
service during the Vietnam 
War. 

The program had been 
scheduled to end at midnight 
Friday, but because of the 
rush of applications in recent 
weeks. Ford extended the life 
of the Clemency Board to 
March 1, and said: 

"I believe that many of 
those who could ben^ from 
it are only now learning of its 
application to their ctaes.** 

The clemency program for 
convicted draft evaders and 
military deserters is part of an 



"earned return'* policy that 
FcM-d announced last Septem- 
ber, coupled with a 

conditit)nal amnesty program 
run by the Department of 
Justice and Defense for 
young Americans y^ho were 
charged or under investiga- 
tion but not yet convicted. 

The President said his

Speedup of vet 
monies ordered 

WASHINGTON — President Ford today orldered a 
speed-up in the payment of $35.6million to veterans to spur 
the economy, and asked Congress to postpone or caincel $26 

billion in other spending to fight inflation. | 

White House Press Secretary Ron Nessen said the 
$335.6 million will go to World War 1, World War II and 
Korean conflict veterans in the form of insurancje policy 

dividends. 

He said the average new dividend will be $168 each to 
111.000 World War 1 veterans. $69 each to 2.3 million 
World War II veterans and $9 each to Korean veterans. 

The insurance policy dividends, orginally scheduled to 
be paid over the entire year, will instead be paid within 45 
days to boost consumer spending. Nessen said. 

Ford sent Congress a special message asking approval in 
40 cases to allow him to cancel scheduled spending 
programs and in 26 cases to defer or postpone spending. 
Nessen said the cost-cutting will be reflected in the fiscal 
1976 budget which Ford will submit to Congress Monday.

Editor: 

In reviewing your editorial 
of Thursday. January 23, 
concerning the Faculty 
Senate move to abolish the 
Chemistry and Physics 



requirements for students. I 
find that the problem 
deserves a bit more thought 
than you perhaps gave it. 

The requirements of our 
Basic Studies program do 



appear to be irrelevant and 
unnecessary for the many 
who come to shcool to pursue 
one particular subject or 
those who come and prefer 
not to study at all. 




However, the only way for 
our system to work progres- 
sively is by a population of 
active, well-rounded and 
thinking citizens. To have 
power one must take it, but 
one must share it and use it for 
mutual ends. We owe it to our 
servant, the society, to 
become as well-roun<ted as 
we can so that we may 
administer it intelligently and 
efficiently. 

This university was created 
by one administrative ele- 
ment of our society (the 
government) to provide its 
citizens with a relatively 
cheap means of attaining an 
education that will enable 
themtobetterunderstand the 
world they live in. I don't 
believe that students are 
children, but I don *t think that 
being in college automatically 
bars us from making unsound 
decisions. I know many 



students would never receive 
a basic exposure to the varied 
educational disciplines if it 
wcrcn 'tforour baieancracy *s 
**saddle.'* 

Paradoxically, many stu- 
dents will argue that a 
broadening of this nature 
tends to suffocate their 
individuality, that they are 
prevented from realizing 
their full intellectual potential 
within their field. Also, that 
these requirements infringe 
upon their rights to think and 
educate themselves as they 
choose. It certainly does 
nothing of the kind. By 
attaining this broader scope 

of consciousness, a person as- 
serts his independence from 
those w hohaveotherw ise had 
to make his decision for him, 
thereby establishing his 
individuality. However, our 
society does depend heavily 
upon the theory of specializa- 
tion and one cannot disregard 



the tremendous dcen-cv 
conifXMence gained bs ,or 
centratmg one s studios r 
one area. By distnhutm,^ 
various problems to 
speciali^s. we can • 
obtain a much better answ • 
than if we were all abu • 
consider it as a whole. 

We can see. therefore, thi- 
both types of education- 
broad or specializcd~arr 
desirable in some rcipect* 
and not in others. Since the 
main drawback of each is the 
exclusion of the other, a 
viable solution might lie in an 
integration of the tuo 
combining nian\ . f ||if 
attributes ot both uithin our 
educational curriculum.

Editor: 

I have no intention of engaging in a 
prolonged public debate with The Semincde, 
having learned long ago that a newspaper's 
control of its space allows it the luxury of 
painting its critics in as unfavorable a light as it 
wishes. Nonetheless, I am glad to write this 
additional letter to provide students with 
further information about the relationship 
between The Seminole and E.C. Allen. 

In reading the editorial about me in the 
Seminole's Jan. 29 edition, I am struck by the 
fact that there is no denial or refutation of my 
comments about their relationship with E.C. 
Allen. Rather, they sieze on the word 
* 'bankrolling." aver that a $100 ad does not 
constitute 'bankrolling ' and darkly threaten 
legal action against me. Leaving their 
semantic difficulties aside, I wonder why they 
didn't tell the students about some of the 
following: 

1) The letter that E.C. Allen sent to 
members of the Tallahassee Chamber of 
Commerce, inviting them to a special meeting 
where the Seminole would make a pitch for 

advertising contracts. This meeting was held 
on the afternoon of Jan. 27. A Flambeau 
representative who tried to attend this 
meeting was thrown out. 

2) Mr. Allen personally urging local 
businessmen to transfer their advertising 
from The Flambeau to The Seminole, basing 
his appeal largely on the "greater ideological 
acceptability" of The Seminole. I must point 
out that E.C. Allen is a very wealthy and 
powerful businessman and it is an 
intmiidating prospect to many merchants to 
arouse hb ire. 

3) NeedlpointoutthatMr. Allen's effortsto 
secure advertising for the Seminole are worth 
thousands of dollars of his time and in 
additional advertising revenue for The 

Seminole. 

4) The SemifiQle has mat been takiog* m 



nearly enough advertising revenue to pay its 
bills. Who has been providing the money so 
that The Seminole could make up its losses? 
Who has guaranteed the printers and the 
typesetters that they wjll pay any bills The 
Seminole cannot meet?; 

It would take many pjiges to describe fully 
Mr. Allen's activities on behalf of the 
Seminole, but I will stop with this 
representatvie sample. Furthermore, I have 
been told of other ways E.C. Allen is 
apparently providing financial support to The 
Seminole, but 1 would only be able to verify 
these allegations if The Seminole practiced full 
financial disclosure, as the Flambeau does 
(What are they hiding?). I leave it to the 
students to judge whether E.C. Allen's 
activities constitute bankrolling; I did not 
choose a more benign characterization 
because I am offended by his activities. 

IfinditironicthatThe Seminole implies that 
I have * 'slandered" them by pointing out E.C. 
Allen^s involvement with their paper. I hasten 
to point out that the courts do not construe 
unpleasant facts as slander. If The Seminole 
believes its reputation is discredited by its 
association with Mr. Allen, I suggest that The 
Seminole sever that relationship. 

I have no doubt that The Seminole staff is 
well-intentioned, but I believe it is being used 
by others for selfish purposes. The Flambeau 
has been the student newspaper here for 61 
years. All students are welcome to join the 
staff and share in its writing and publishing. 
Deficiencies in quality of The Flambeau occur 
because it is understaffed. The Flambeau's 
biases are the biases of those who choose to 
work there. If you want a better student 
newspaper, join The Flambeau and help them. 
Don't seek to destroy The Flambeau by 
ideological appeals to local businessmen; you 
do the university and yourselves a disservice.

There ate few tilings more e mha i im ing to a weatherman 
ttai being canglit with classes on opposite sides of the 
campus, in the rain, without an umbrella. This has been the 
unfortunate experience of your humble forecaster more than 
once this month, and 1 for one am really glad to see the sun 
again. 

We have all had ample opportunity tosamplethis dubious 
pleasure so far this month, as our fair city has been deluged 
with a record 11.68 inches of rain, with February finally 
arriving tomorrow. 

Anyone with any sense doesn't need to be told that it has 
been a wet month, but let's look at a couple of statistics. It has 
been so wet, that if we did not get another drop of rain until 
March 18 (which is highly unlikely), we would still be normal 
for the year in total rainfall. 

1 1 . 68 inches of rain is almost 3 times our nonnal Jannaiy 
rainfall of 3.74 inches and obliterates the previous record of 
9.27 inches, which was set back in 1964. We went on that year 

to set the record for annual rainfall (officially) with a 
whopping 104.18 inches of rain, which is almost 43 inches 
above normal. From a climatic standpoint, January is the 



tMfd driest month of tht yetf , but am total far tlus 

would stiU be well above normal for even the wettest Me«;H 
in the summer.
